FOUR KILLED IN 
FEUDAL BATTLE, 


Two Officers Die in Effort to 
Capture Ephraim Hatfield, 
~ but Slay Two of Ken- 
tucky Clan. 


SEEK TO AVENGE DEATHS 


Little Girl Springs to Aid Father 
and Brother, Blowing Head 
Off Detective, Who Was 
Inspired by Revenge. 


FIERCE STRUGGLE IN CABIN. 


Mattewan, W. Va., March 29.—[Special. ]— 
Four men, two of them members of the 
famous Hatfield family of feudists, one a 
detective inspired by the desire to avenge the 
murder of two brothers and a cousin by ar- 
resting one of the Hatfields, the other a 
volunteer who was assisting the detective, 
were killed in a battle in the cabin of Thomp- 
son Hatfield. 

While the detective, his deputy, and the 
two Hatfields were fighting for life ima small 
room a little girl, the daughter of one of the 
Hatfields, rushed into the room with a 
double-barreled shotgun and emptied both 
charges into the detective, who was already 
fatally wounded, blowing his head off. 

The scene of the battle was on Blackberry 
Creek, in Pike County, across Tug River 
from:here, in the heart of the wild country 
which has been the battleground of the Hat- 
fields and McCoys for years. 


Detective Seeks Revenge. 


John Rutherford, a revenue officer and de- 
tective, had sworn to be revenged on the 
Hatfields. His two brothers were killed in 
street fight with Hatfield on elec- 
tion day in 1896. Henderson Chambers, a 
cousin, on that day pursued Hatfield after 
the killing, and he, too, was killed in a fight 
a few miles out of town. 

Since that time John Rutherford has been 
relentiess in his efforts to even up the score. 
‘He has hunted down the illicit stills of the 
Hatfields, arrested several members of the 
clan, and, whenever a warrant has been is- 
sued for any of the feudists, or a reward of- 
fered for a capture, he has made it his busi- 
mess to track the fugitive. The rewards 
were minor considerations. Rutherford 
sought revenge. 


Goes After Ephraim Hatfield. 

Recently a warrant was issued-for the 
arrest of Ephraim Hatfield. Al) efftortg to 
capture him proved futile. He was supposed 
to be in hiding at the home of his father, 
Thompson Hatfield, and Rutherford deter- 
mined to take him, dead or alive. He en- 
listed in his aid Harry Watts, keeper of the 
Palace Hotel at Williamson, and one of the 
most fearless men in the mountains, who 
was opposed to the feudists and aided when- 
ever the opportunity offered in causing their 
arrest. 

The two men left Williamson yesterday 
and proceeded rapidly to a point near the 
cabin of Thompson Hatfield. They evidently 
lay in wait until they were certain that 
Ephraim Hatfield was in the house. 


Fierce Battle in Cabin. 
The Hatfield family, a large one, was 
seated at the breakfast table when the two 
officers threw open the door and commanded 
Ephraim Hatfield to surrender. A fierce 
struggle followed. Ephraim Hatfield sprang 
across the’table, grappled with Rutherford, 


| who shot him. Thompson Hatfield leaped 


into the little lean-to adjoining the cabin, 
grabbed a rifle, and opened fire on Ruther- 
ford and Watts. ; 

In a moment the cabin was full of smoke, 
The women and children fied. Ephraim Hat- 
field broke away from the detective, grabbed 
a revolver, and joined in the firing. 

At that point one of the Iittle sisters of 
Ephraim Hatfield shot es head 
off with a shotgun. ~ 

The battle continued a minute sali then 
the firing ceased and the women and chil- 


dren, flocking back into the room, found the 


four men dead ina heap onthe floor. Their 
bodies were riddled with bullets, and the 
floor was deep.in blood. 


Widow Tells of Battle. 


The only witnesses of the struggle were 
the wife of Thompson Hatfield and the chil- 
dren. Mrs. Hatfield tells the story of the 
fight, giving the details,of the slaughter of 
her husband and brother calmly. 

Thompson Hatfield was a brother of 
* Devil Anse,’’ whose fame in the’ feudist 
fights was greater than that of the others 
of the family. Today’s battle caused much 
excitement here, at Willlamson, and in the 
McCoy-Hatfield families through Pike and 

ingo Counties. There is a belief that the 
qgadruple killing will lead to further feudal 
trouble, as both Rutherford and Watts have 
many friends and relatives who may take 
up the strife.

Passenger Makes a Test. 

A passenger wishing to teat the effective- 
ness of the order asked the counductor of a 
west-bound Madison street cable car yes- 
terday for a transfer to the electric line 
when West Fortieth avenue was reached. 
Being informed that he ‘could not get a 
transfer he boarded 
upon refusing to pay his fare was informed 
that he might stay on. 

*“Tt’ll be all right this time,’’ said‘the fare- 
taker, “‘ but I suppose I ought to get your 
fare.’’ 

The passenger rode as far as West Forty- 
eighth avenue and then boarded an east- 
bound electric car. He was refused a trans- 
fer to the cable line, but again declined to 
pay a second fare. 

**I paid on the other car,” the passenger 
informed the conductor. 

“Have you a transfer to show for it?” de- 
manded the faretaker. 

“No, I asked for one, but the conductor 


said he had none,” said the passenger. 


“Then you'll have to pay your fare or get 
off,’ the conductor declared. 

The passenger said nothing. The car was 
stopped at Homan avenue and the conductor 
delivered an utimatum. 

Get off,” he said, or pay your fare.” 

When the “ baiter ’’ made no effort to move 
the car was started again, only to halt at 
Kedzie avenue long enough to allow the 
conductor to make a second declaration. It 
met with the same success as the first. The 
faretaker then argued the matter until every- 
body in the car knew that the passenger 
had not paid his nickel, and mentioned his 
opinion of “‘ cheap skates "’ and other persons 
who are in the habit of riding on cars free.

ROME, March 29.—The most remarkable 
inessage ever issued by a Pontiff to his peo- 
ple is the Easter encyclical of Leo XIII, 
published today in his Holiness’ official 
organ. ‘ 

The Pope, realizing that his days on earth 
are niimbered, states the fact that this en- 
cyclical will be perhaps his final word of ad- 
vice to the clergy and members of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. The Holy Father 
therefore states that the message may be 
be considered as his testament to the people. 
. A union of all Christian churches to op- 


| pose the attacks of atheists is urged and co- 


operation of other religions than the Roman 
faith to save society is impressed upon all 
believers in God. 

That the world is passing through a peril- 
ous time is insisted by the Pontiff, who de- 
sires that this encyclical—practically his dy- 
ing words—will by its warning arouse all 
Christendom to a sense of the danger that 
confronts it. 


World Facing Many Dangers. 

The growth of divorce and the resultant 
easy loosening of the marriage ties is con- 
cemned. “The liberty and disorder in social 
relations are said to be making people drift 
farther from God. 

Wars and great armaments are held to 
have a tendency to make the poorer fear 
oppression, and anarchy and socialism are 
results, until now organized bands seek the 
lives of all rulers.

LOLOR ISSUE UP TO KNOX 


CLUB WOMEN WILL ASK ATTOR- 
NEY GENERAL TO DECIDE. 


They Want to Know if the Federation, 
Which Meets Soon at Los Angeles, 
May Legally Discriminate Agninst 
Organizations Because of Race— 
New Phase of Question Brought Up 
on Declaration from Georgia That 
the South Willi Not Compromise: 


The Attorney General of the United States 
will be called ypon to determine whether club 
women can make discriminations on race, 
color, or previous condition of servitude. A 
committee of Chicago club women was ap- 
pointed yesterday to ask Attorney General 
Knox about the constitutionality of what the 
General federation proposes to do at Los 
Angeles. 

This committee represents the most in- 
fluential clubs in Chicago, and the outcome 
of the correspondence with Mr. Knox will 
be awaited by club women at large with 
great interest. They think it may overthrow 
discussion of the color question at Los 
Angeles. 

Information from Washington last night, 
however, indicated that the women would 
not be able to interest the Attorney General 
in the matter. It was said he never under- 
took questions brought up by private per- 
sons. 

Permit Granted by Congress. 

According to the women, within the last 
year the Congress of the United States has 
granted the General Federation of Clubs spe- 
cial corporation papers, though there seems 
to be no record of it. This papér, according to 
the women, provides for the organization of 
women’s clubs engaged in philanthropic, ed- 
ucational, or charitable work, or in literary, 
art, or music culture. There are specific 
provisions, against political and religious 
discriminations. The question now -arises 
whether the clubs are bound to observe the 
constitutional provisions in regard to race, 
color, and previous condition of servitude 

Mrs. Rublee A. Cole of Milwaukee is the 
woman who proposed the letter to Attorney 
General Knox. She is of the opinion that 
his answer will throw the whole color ques- 
tion out of consideration at the Los Angeles 
meeting. The federation proposes to reor- 
ganize, she says, and in doing so must re- 
member that it will have to consult Congress, 


Question Will Not Down. 

This new phase of the color question in 
clubs developed at the First Congressional 
District meeting of federated clubs held yes- 
terday afternoon in the Klio association 
rooms, whee, according to announcement, 
the color question was not to be discussed. 
Mrs. C. E. Curtiss read a paper in which the 
color question was carefully avoided, and 
for some time the delegates were content to 
talk about taxation and representation. Then 
some one mentioned the Georgia and Massa- 
chusetts plans, and a communication sent 
out by Georgia, containing the following 
resolution, was read: 

“ Resolved, That the color question he 
settled without reorganization by the strict. 
application of the doctine of * State's rights,’ 
individual club membership in the general 
federation to remain as it is.” 


Stirs Up Discussion. 

This precipitated a discussion of the color , 
question. Dr. Frances Dickinson began to 
talk about the “‘ charter ”’ of the general fed<.' 
eration, and said it provided for an organiza-: 
tion of women on certain lines which she. 
mentioned. Mrs. Ida Wells Barnett inter-° 
rupted her to ask for a definition of the word 
omen.”” 

._ Dr. Dickinson objected, on the’ground that 
the biological definition was too long, and 
she knew of no other. 

Mrs. Barnett then wanted to speak, and 
it was supposed she wanted to ask whether 
Congress meant “white women” when it 
granted permission for an organization of 
‘‘women.” The discussion of the question 
was declared closed at this point by Mrs. 
Claribel Schmitt, the presiding officer. 


No Compromise, Says Georgia. 

The letter, which was read as coming from 
the Georgia federation, announces that there 
will be no compromise on the color question 
by the South. In the interests of harmony 
the Georgia women agree to withdraw their 
plan for reorganization, but they emphasize 
their firmness on the color question by 
* trusting ”’ it to the “ fairness and courtesy 
of the club women of the country.” 

The Georgia letter urges that this fairness 


and courtesy “ will obviate the posibility of | 


a contingency which would force the South- 
ern clubs to leave the national organization, 
membership in which they value’ most 


highly.”

On the ballot Tuesday will be a proposition 
to abolish the existing town governments, 
and so sure are the politicians it will receive 
a majority of the votes that no interest has 
been taken at all in the candidates for town 
offices, as it has been felt they would never 
be allowed to qualify ifelected. It will, how- 
ever, take a majority vote to abolish the 
towns, and for that reason the influence 
back of the movement, especially the Civic 
federation, are extremely anxious that all 
voters mark their ballot in the affirmative 
on this proposition.

This is being 
urged by a league which has been organized 
for the purpose, but the average politicians 
ie taking little interest in it on the ground 
that if passed the resolution would have no 
legal force.

Man Who Interrupts Is Thrown Down- 
Stairs, Then the Scoring of Alder- 
man Novak Is Resumed.

The Democratic plan of campaign in Iill- 
nois this year is to bend all energies toward 
capturing if possiblé the State Legislature 
and electing a Democratic United States 
Senator. This was shown yesterday by the 
action of the State committee. : , 

That body met to call the State convention 
and, after Springfield had been picked.out as 
the place and June 17 determined on as the 
date for holding the convention, D. J. Hogan 
of Geneva asked to have a new proposition 
inserted in the call. He proposed that in all 
Senatorial districts in which the Republican 
majority is not over 2,500, the Democrats 
shall nominate two candidates for the Lower 
House of the General Assembly, sv as not to 
miss any possible chance of taking advan- 
tage of any loss of Republican votes. 

Thomas Jefferstdn McNally of the First 
Ward, who is credited with a desire once 
more to shine in the legislative hall at 
Springfield and wishes to have clear sailmg 
for the‘election by having the sole minority 
nomination in his district, started to object, 
but it did him no good and the resolutidn was 
adopted by a practically unanimous vote. 

The apportionment of delegates to the 
State convention was fixed at one for every 
400 votes cast for Bryan in 1900 or major 
fraction thereof. This will make a conven- 
tion of 1,259 members, of wnom 489 will come 
from Cook County. | 


Country Towns Cut Down. 

There was a discussion for a time as to 

whether Cook County outside of Chicago 
should be given the representation it is en- 
titled to under the primary law, or whether 
the country towns should be classified as 
commissioner's districts, as the Republican 
State committee had arranged them. 
Under the strict construction of the law 
these country towns in Cook County would 
be entitled to fifty-one delegates, but fol- 
lowing the Republican precedent they would 
have but twenty-three. The latter apportion- 
ment was finally adopted, giving Chicago 
466 delegates and the remainder of the county 
twenty-three more. 

Chairman Hopkins and Secretary Brennan 
were intrusted with the duty of consulting 
with Chairman Carey of the Democratic 
county convention on the question of whether 
the latter body or the State committee 
should call the primaries in Cook County. 
The understanding is that should the State 
committee assume the right to call the pri- 
maries it would follow the call of the County 
committee except in some of the North 
Town wards. 

A Committee on Arrangements, consisting 
ft Hogan, Hopkins, Mounts, Boeschenstein, 
and Fitz Simons was appointed to look after 
the preparations for the State convention. 
it is to be held in the hall of the House of 
Representatives in the State Capitol. 

All the members of the committee were 
present except Thomas Byrne, Walter Wat- 
son, and Walter Mathews, or else were rep- 
resented by proxies. Robert E. Burke staid 
away,’ but Fred Eldred was there to vote for 
him. 


ATTORNEY SULLIVAN IS FINED. 


Judge Smith Imposes Penalty of $2,- 
000 Following Verdict in Lynch

Attorney Alexander Sullivan was sentenced 
by Judge Smith yesterday in accordance 
with the verdict which last December fined 
Sullivan $2,000 for conspiring to prevent the 
trial of former Bailiff James J. Lynch.

John A. Kunz to the Appellate Court, where 
a writ of supersedeas and bail was applied 
for.

LEXINGTON, KY., BUSINESS-MEN 
UNDER INDICTMENT. , 


Officers of the Central Mutual Invest- 
ment Company, All Prominent Citi- 
sens, Accused of Embezslement— 
Thirteen Similar Syndicates Quit 
the Field Under Ruling of the Postal 
Authorities That Their Pian Is 
Fraudulent. 


Lexington, Ky., March 29.—[Special.]—C. 
H. Bush, a prominent lumber mill owner; 
Ww. F. Richardson, coal merchant; J. Ww. 
Richardson, teller of the Phcenix National 
Bank; and M. F. 
cers of the Central Mutual investme - 
pany of. this city, were indicted today by 
the grand jury for embezzlement. 

The bill charges that they converted to 
their own use $500, the personal property of 
the company, by declaring a dividend on the 
capital stock when they knew that no part 


of the stock had been paid, that no dividend 


was due, and that, although the company 
was insolvent at the time, they took in 
money and issued coupons to persons un- 
known. 

The Central Mutual Inyestment company 
is one of fourteen that have been doing a 
flourishing businese in Kentucky. Thecom- 
panies promise to pay $3 for every doHar in- 
vested by issuing certificates with coupons 
attached which were to mature at certain 
stated periods. 

Three Millions Invested. 
It is estimated that in central Kentucky 
$3,000,000 have been invested in these com- 
panies by working people in the hope of large 
ains. 
‘oo of these companies, whose assets, as 
reported, are but $150, has Habilities reaching 
into the hundreds of thousands. . 

The companies have branch offices in every 
State in which such schemes are not pro- 
hibited by the law, and in many places the 
certificate-holders have attached the office 
fixtures and money in the bank owned by 
ahese branches. 

Judge Parker, in open court today, pro- 
mounced them fraudulent schemes and de- 
clared that any person holding coupons in 
any of these companies had a right to ask 
for a receiver for the company. 


May Investigate Others, Too. 


, The grand jury which today indicted the 
Mutual company , 


officers of the Central 
recommended that a special grand jury be 
impaneled to investigate the other compa- 
nies. 

Men of the highest standing in the city 
have been engaged in running these bond 
companies under the belief that they were 
legal. 

Several weeks ago the postal authorities 
stopped delivering mail addressed to any 
of the companies, on the ground that they 
were schemes to defraud. This brought the 
crash, and all but one went fthto ‘the hands 
of receivers. 

But the business was too lucrative to be 
abandoned and the Legislature was ap- 
pealed to. A measure was finally enacted 
into law legalizing the investment compa- 
nies, provided a stated amount of money 
was deposited with the State Treasurer. The 
bill was signed by Governor Beckham last 
Saturday.

SPEAKERS AT COMMERCIAL CLUB 
OFFER SUGGESTIONS 


Want Fewer Trustees and Would Put 
the. Financial Management in Hands 
of One Man-—E. G. ‘Keith and John 
S. Miller Make the Talks at Dinner, 
Which Is Given in the Auditorium 


Hotel—Little Criticism for the Pres- 
ent Plan. 


Reductton in the number of trustees com- 
posing the Board of Educatfon and the in-. 
trusting of the financial management ofithe 
school sy&8tem of the city to one man: ap- 
pointed for that purpose were the sugges- 
tions offered by the two speakers who ad- 
dressed the members of the Commercial club 
at their monthly dinner at the Auditorium 
last night. The suggestions were made in 
a kindly spirit and without reflecting on 
the present methods of the board. 

The topie of discussion was ‘*‘ The Finan- 
cial Aspect of the Chicago Public School 
Question,” and the speakers were EB. G. 
Keith, who introduced the subject, and John 
8S. Miller, who gave an exhaustive review 
of the matter, including statistics covering 
the sources of revenues, the cost of opera- 
tion, attendance, and practically every other 
phase of the subject. 


More Publicity Needed. 


While Mr. Keith contented himself with 
comparing the figures of 1884 with those of 
1900 to’ show the tremendous growth of the 
public school system. Mr. Miller went more 
into detail and brought out the idea that 
there should be more publicity given to the 
affairs of the Board of Education that the 
taxpayers might more clearly understand 
the situation. 

“I do not believe that the Board of Educa- 
‘tion has at all times altogether escaped 
Jobbery,”’ he sajd, ‘‘ but I think jobbery has 
been comparatively rare. A different and bet- 
ter standard of official duty and right in that 
respect has taken root with us in Chieago, 
and the civil service rules of appointment 
and tenure, dependent upon merit, are now 
force, and I believe are faithfully observed. 

**In my opinion the business affairs of the 
Board of Education are in general honestly 
conducted, and for the most part with skill 
and judgment. But the good of the schools 
requires that the situation be made clear to 
the public and be the subject of fair and free 
oo by the people admits of no ques- 
tion.’”’ 


‘Long Term for Fewer Trustees. 


Both Mr. Miller and M® Keith were of 
the opinion that the number of trustees 
should be reduced from the present total 
of twenty-one to not less than nine nor more 
than fifteen. Mr. Miller also favored a term 
of office covering six years, and believed that 
the work of the board should be purely legis- 
lative.

WIDOW ASKS THAT MISS PATTER- 
SON BE DENIED LETTERS. 


Former Secretary of the Pioneer Build- 
ing Contractor Is Objected To by the 
Widow on the Ground That Ske Is 
“Undit and Improper” to Serve as 
Executrix and Trustee—Case Will 
Come Up for Hearing on Tuesday—

Mrs. Alice Clark, widow of Jonathan Clark, 
the pioneer building contractor who died in 
Florida last month, has filed q protest in 
the Probate Court against the issuance of 
letters to Miss Caroline Patterson ag one 
| of three trustees of the $660,000 estate left 
| by Mr. Clark. Miss-Patterson was Mr. 
Clark’s Becretary for nearly twenty-five 
years. 

The protest sets forth that Miss Patterson 
is ‘‘an unfit and improper person ’’ to act 
as trustee, and alleges “‘ other good reasons 
which will be set forth upon a hearing.’ 
These reasons were set forth in the form of 
an affidavit to WiHis Smith, Miss Patter- 
son’s attorney, so that he may have an op- 
portunity to answer them on Tuesday. 

Under the will left by Mr. Clark the es- 
tate is to be putin charge of three trustees, 
to be held by them until twenty years after 
the death of the last of the testator’s chil- 
dren’s children. Then half of it is to be di- 
vided equally among the heirs, and the 
other half goes to various institutions. 

Miss Pftterson is to receive $600 a year ag 
a “‘ recognition of her faithful and valuable 
services rendered,’’ also $1,500 a year while 
she acts as an executrix and trustée. Should 
she die during the years in which the estate 
is to be managed as a trust the will provides 
that her annuity of $600 is to be paid to “ her 
adopted son, Edgar Patterson,” a youth of 
12 years. = 

Miss Patterson, as secretary to Mr. Clark, 
understood his business affairs and managed 
to a great extent his complicated property 
interests in Chicago and elsewhere. She 
was selected to act ds executrix and trustee 
with Edwin F. Bailey and George T. Clark, 
his son. 

The will states that Mr. Clamk already had 
partly provided for the widow by transfer- 
ring to her real estate. valued at $50,000, then 
bequeaths Mrs. Clark the homestead and 
its contents and an annuity of -$8,000. ‘The 
same annuity was given to his daughters, 
Mrs. Shea Smith and Emoretta Clark, and 
to his sons, Fred W., George T., and Jona- 
than Yates Clark.

GAMBLER LOSES AND DIES 


DETECTIVE SERGEANT CHARLES 
H. HEARLE A SUICIDE. 


Long Run of Bad Luck in Grain Mar- 
kets Discourages Him, and He Goes 
Into Samuel Fott’s Saloon at 5 Im- 
perial Court and Shoots, Himself— 
Said to Have Dropped a Small For- 
tume in Speculation on the Board 
of Trade. 


**I can’t pick up a single bet,”’ remarked 
Detective Sergeant Charles H. Hearle of the 
Central Station at noon yesterday to a party 
of friends who were seated in the saloon of 
Samuel Fott, 5 Imperial court. A minute 
later he sent a bullet into his right temple, 
causing instant death. 

The act was committed a half hour after 
Hearle had learned that his latest venture 
had gone against him. It was the culmina- 
tion of years of reverses in stock trading, In 
| which he is said to have lost more than $15,- 
000. The body was removed to Rolston's un- 
dertaking-rooms, 22 Adams street, where 
the Coroner’s inquest was held in the after- 
noon. 

Hearle, who was one of the best-known po- 
licemen in the city, joined the force in 1889 
after he had lost much money on the Board 
of Trade. He was soon made a detective 
sergeant, but was later reduced. He was 
promoted to that position again in 1897, and 
has traveled out of the Central Station since. 

He left a wife, a son, and a daughter, who 
were at their home yesterday at 327 Mohawk 
street when they were notified of the sui- 
cide. The shock to Mrs. Hearle was so great 
that she is now dangerously ill. 

Hearle was a veterdn of the civil war and 
participated in the Fenian raids. 


EXCORIATES A POLICE, COURT. 


Attorney Uses Strong Words in Dam- 
age Suit Against Desplaines 
Street Justice Officials. 


Justice bearing the mark of the Des- 
plaines police court is referred to in strong 
language by Attorney Frank C. Ashinger 
in papers in a damage suit filed in the Su- 
perior Court yesterday. Ashinger, who has 
offices in the Stock Exchange Building, seeks 
a judgment of $50,000 against John O'Neil, a 
bailiff in the Desplaines street court, and 
Justices of the Peace James M. Doyle and 
Max Eberhardt. 

Ashinger alleges that O’Neil assaulted him, .

“The plaintiff Bays that the vanity of said 
justices is profound, their egotism grotesque, 
their inefficiency sublime; that the practice 
employed by said justices is a relic of the 
barbarous ages, a travesty on justice, and a 
disgrace to modern civilization and Chicago. 
No pretense is made to administer the law 
and this court is well defined as ‘a place 
where justice is dispensed with.’ ”

DO GREAT DAMAGE 


Heavy Losses of Life and Prop- 
erty Are Reported from 
Many Towns. 


HARRIMAN, TENN., HIT. 


Dozens of Houses Swept Away 
There and at McMinnville 
' and Other Points. 


TRAFFIC IS AT STANDSTILL. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 29.—[Special.J— 
Loss of life and property by floods in the 
South is appalling. The waters are begin- 
ming to subside through Georgia, Mississip- 
pi, Alabama, Tennessee, and Kentucky, and 
reports of destruction are becoming more 
detailed. 

Yesterday the flood center was in Tennes- 
see. Harriman suffered the greatest loss. 
The town was inundated, seventy or more 
houses were swept away, and Oakdale, a 
suburb, was wrecked. Two lives are known 
to have been lost. and the property loss may 
geach $250,000. The Vestal Lumber com- 

any, Ice company, Hoe and Tool company, 
planing mill, Flanders Manufacturing com- 
pany, and the tannery at Harriman were 
wrecked. The floating houses jammed 
against the Emory River bridge, caught fire, 
and the burning wreckage was swept away.

Many Known to Be Drowned. 


Mrs. John Cole and two children were 

drowned at Pulaski, Tenn. Their house was 
swept away. Nineteen workmen, trying to 
row to a British ship in the Mississippi, off 
New Orleans, were thrown into the water 
and four drowned, 
_ At McMinnville, Tenn., five factory em- 
ployés were thrown into the water when the 
factory collapsed and were drowned. The 
Annis cotton mill, Tennessee rolling mill, 
Falcon rolling mill, and practically all the 
residences in McMinnville were washed 
away. The loss of life in the submerged 
country. can only be guessed at. 

The damage in and around Murfreesboro 
is estimated at $300,000, 

The Cumberland, Elk, Duck, and Tennes- 
see Rivers rose even more rapidly last night 
than during the day, terrific rain and wind 
storms adding terror to the floods. The rise 
here since yesterday morning has been 
twenty-four feet. : 


Railroad Traffic Stopped. |

A big washout is reported on 
the Southern near Macon, Ga., and three 
bridges are down. 

Jellico, Tenn., is half covered with water. 
People were driven from their homes during 
the night, and many houses toppled over. 
Middlesboro, Ky., reports the worst flood in 
a dozen years. The Cumberland and Powell 
Rivers are on arampage. Farmers for miles 
around fled to the highlands. Pineville, Ky., 
is under water. 


‘Terrific Storm Adds to Misery. 

Gadsden, Ala., was struck by a terriffic 
storm last night and the town was inundated. 

There it 
ripped up the telephone, telegraph, and 
electric wires, and for hours the town was 
in darkness.

‘President E. J. James’ Views 
of Coeducation Only Partly 
Indorsed by Women. 


‘LEFT TO SHIFT ALONE. 


Bbtter Dormitories and Homes

TEACHERS GIVE THEIR VIEW 


The note of warning sounded by President 
James of Northwestern University that 
women are becoming proportionately more 
numerous than men in colleges devoted to 
coeducation created comment yesterday 
‘amorig persons interested in educational 

Jnatters. Women who have worked earnest- 
ly in behalf of coeducation were elated at 
_ the admitted result of their efforts. But 
' while maintaining that women should retain 
all the advantages given them, they gener- 
ally conceded that many things are needed 
_ that the lot of the college man may be made 

smoother, \ 

Women generally expressed great pleas- 

ure at the showing made by their sex. It 
- was held that the increasing number of col- 
lege women was a strong argument for wom- 
an suffrage. The statement of President 
James that Northwestern University had 
dene more for women than men in provid- 
ing homes was disputed on the ground that 
all of the ‘women's dormitories have been 
built by outside subscription. ; 
Men Have Been Overlooked. 
Some opinions of persons prominent “in 
educational work follow: 
Dr. Julia Holmes Smith—I am glad to 

‘ know they are learning to take care of the 

young men in the colleges. We have been 

working hard for our own sex, and I fear 

we have overlooked the others. When girls 

first began going to large universities we 

- tried to see that they were surrounded by 

every home comfort and care, while the 

boys have been left to knock around in 

-  boarding-houses as best they could, in the 
same manner they did when colleges were 
first started. I think the idea for large 

+ gymnasiums is fine, the dormitories would 

7 < be excellént, and, in brief, I stand*for equal 
right and privileges for both the young men 
and women. We women have asked much 
and received much, and I am glad that at- 
tention is now called to this; not weaker 

but more neglected, sex. - 

Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson—The state- 
ment that girls are increasing in numbers 
more rapidly than men in our universities 
is certainly true, but there is a reason for it. 
It is due to the fact that women have not 
been free to enter these institutions for so 

long a time, and the idea has been growing. 

The women are'now taking advantage of 
their chances, and the ratio of attendance 

_. will settle itself in time without anything 

being: done,by the faculties. I think if Pro- 

fessor James would go a little farther into 
the subject he would see the reason for the 
increase which has aroused his comment. 
There is nothing alarming in the increase, 
and women will not overrun the earth if 

, they are turned icose. If they wish to better 

| ' conditions for the men I think it would be 
| a good thing, and the more students that 

can be brought out the better. 
_ Argue for Woman Suffrage. . 
Catherine Waugh McCulloch—I think 
- the whole thing is amusing. When girls first 
tried to get into the universities they were 
told they did not have enough brains and 
they had a hard time to get started. Lucy 
Stone had to travel all the way from New 
England to Oberlin to find a school which 
would allow her admittance. It certainly 
* cheers my soul i cn that in these few 
years the times haYe changed so that there 
are now more girls than boys finishing the 
high schools, and the number of women. 
students in the eollegés has grown to such 
an extent as to alarm the faculties. It seems 
to me the increasing ratio is a good argu- 
ment in favor of woman suffrage, as it has 
been suggested that the test for women 
voters should be an educational one. But 
Professor James should reflect that the halls 
occupied by the women atthe Northwestern 
were for the most‘part paid for in funds 
raised by women, and all of them came from 
outside subscription.

INTO RESPECT FOR DOCTORS. 


Leaves of Healing Announces Willing- 


ness to Co-operate with Physicians in 
Anything but Vaccination. 


John Alexander Dowie, who has delighted 


in denouncing, physicians, «announces his 


willingness to codperate with them now that 
the specter of smallpox has appeared in 
Zion. He also explains why, in spite of his 
prayers, the scourge came. 

In his Leaves of Healing, published last 
night, the healer ’’ declares his willingness 
to codperate with the Chicago Health de- 
partment in preventing an epidemic. 

After declaring that theone case at the col- 
lege came from without and not from with- 
in, the healer writes: | 

“The utmost vigilance will be exercised 
to maintain the present excellent general 
health of Zion, but if any case of smallpox 
should break out we shall always be found 
ready to codperate with the authorities in 
the isolation of such cases and in the quar- 
antining, if necessary, of the residents and 
premises upon which it took place. ?

BRIDEWELL CELLS 
MAY BE EMPTIED. 


Over 1,200 Might Be Set Free 
Because Police Court Law 
Is Held Broken. 


CANNOT’ BE JUSTICE TOO. 


City Magistrates Who Join Du- 
ties of Two Places Held 
to Violate Statute. 


LIMIT FOR ’PHONE TUNNEL. 


The law which has placed {in the bridewell 
the 1,200 prisoners who are now serving sen- 
tences there, may turn these 1,200 lawbreak- 
ers out on the ground that they have been 
illegally convicted. This claim was raised 
by a number of members of the City Council 
yesterday. As a result Corporation Counsel 
Walker is seeking solution of the problem: 

Can a police magistrate be a justice of the 


peace? 

The State laws say he cannot. The city 
code says he can. Lawyers assert that the 
municipal code must give way before the 
laws of the State. This further question is 
involved: 

Can a police magistrate maintain a private 
oftice as justice of the peace and there judge 
private law cases brought before him? 

Alderman Litzinger says he cannot. After 
a long study of the matter he asserts that 
this practice, which now prevails, is a direct 
violation of the law. 


May Upset Police Court System. 

‘ ‘The problem has been brought to a crisis 
by reason of the fact that Mayor Harrison 
must appoint a successor to the late Justice 
M. R. M. Wallace, as magjstrate at the 
Thirty-fifth Street Police Station. Uniess 
the matter is disentangled it is held that 
Chicago's police court system, if attacked on 
legal technicalities, may be found without 
rightful power to adjudicate cases. On this 
line it is held that should the State courts 
uphold such a contention, all prisoners 
sentenced might be held to have been tried 
before illegal officials. 

Article 1, Chapter 79 of the Revised Stat- 
utes of Illinois direct that: ‘‘ No justice of 
the peace shall hold the office of police mag- 
istrate.”’ 

Section 1542 of the revised eode of Chi- 
cégo, dealing with the qualification of police 
magistrates, asserts that ‘‘ The justices so 
designated «shall be justices of the peace in 
the City of Chicago.” 

“The police magistrates are all justices 
of the peace,’ said Alderman Litzinger. 
‘They allemaintain private offices and, their 
police court business finished, they take up 
private cases as justices of the peace. This 
is illegal. It should be stopped. These men 
have no right to care for any other than the 
city’s business.’*, 

Corporation Counsel Walker will not dis- 
-cuss the matter’ 

It is understood that a number of magis- 
trates have searched the laws and will enter 
claims that they have found technical loop- 
holes to excuse their present course. Justices 
of thé Peace Bradwell and Wolff are 
named as candidates for the late Magistrate 
Wallace's place. 

Subway for "Phones Only. 

Amendments to the Chicago Telephone and 
Telegraph company’s ordinance specifying 
that the tunnel it is now constructing under 
the down-town streéts shall be used for no 
other purpose than for telephone wires, un- 
less the City of Chicago assents, will go to 
the Council.. This was determined on at a 
meeting of the Council’s Special Investigat- 
ing committee during the afternoon. Presi; 
dent A. G. Wheeler of the company was 
present. 

“We want that tunnel solely to operate 
our telephones,” said he. ‘* Our present or- 
dinance allows us to use it for no other pur- 
pose. But if further specification is insisted 
upon I suppose we would have no objection 
to such an amendmient.” ; 

city should be assured fulfcontrol,”’ 
said Alderman Jackson, ‘“ This tunnel is a 
wonderful bit of construction, from which 
the city’s engineers should profit.

VERDICT IN CUBAN FRAUD 


DECREE SHOWS WHY NEELY AND 
FRIENDS WERE CONVICTED. 


Rathbone Found Guilty Because He 
Had Charged Up to the Department 
of Posts His Private Household Ex- 
penses—Acquitted on Charge of Buy- 
ing Furniture in New York at le 
land’s Expense—Neely and Reeves 
Punished for Embezzlement. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
HAVANA, March 29.—While the sentences 


-of Cc. F. W. Neely, W. H. Reeves, and E. G. 


Rathbone were announced last week, it was 
not until today that the full verdict was 


made public. 


The verdict shows, first, why 


each man was convicted. It finds Neely, 
Reeves, and Rathbone guilty of the main 
charge of embezzlement of over $100,000, and 
that Neely and Reeves originated the idea 
of burning the stamps, to which Rathbone 


ecnsented. . 


Neely and Reeves, according to the ver- 
dict, appropriated $2,817.22 by a series of en- 
tries, charging to the postal fund certain 
amounts for wharfage, lighterage, and other 


matters. 


Rathbone also was found guilty 


of participatfon. in this. 


Rathbone’s Private Expenses. 
Rathbone, it was alleged, charged the De- 
partment of Posts with private expenses, 
such as washing, repairs to his coach, ex- 
press charges, three boxes of liquor, Japan- 
ese lanterns, gas and certain household ac- 


‘counts, amounting to $157.25. He was found 


guilty on this charge,.but was acquitted on 
that of paying for furniture for his house. 
Neely and Reeves were found guilty of 
having issued duplicate checks for the sala- 
ries of postoffice employés and for payment 
to the Ruiz company and the gas company, 
the amount involved being $1,027.68. They 
were also held responsible for $1/858.32 for 


stamps sold. 


Neely alone was held to be gullty of fraud 
in the issuing of four duplicate warrants for 
$8,057.61 for salaries of clerks in the Havana 
postoffice and for the purchase of mules. 
He was found guilty also of having drawn a 
duplicate check for $12,000 and of having 
given Corydon M. Rich, his former assistant, 


$5,000 worth of stamps to sell. 


He was ac- 


quitted on the charge of receiving commis- 
sions from the Neely Printing company and 
the Keyless Lock company. 

Rathbone was found guilty of having paid 
the expenses of his wife and family on a 
trip to Santiago and on a second voyage to 
the United States, he being unable to separate 
his private from his official expenses, and 
also of issuing two warrants for $500 each. 

Extent of Reeves’ Fraud. 

Reeves appropriated $678, which was re- 
turned to him by Rathbone. The latter was 
acquitted on the charge of having unlaw- 
fully taken a daily allowance of $5 after the 
(Postmaster General had disallowed his 


claim. 


Rathbone, Reeves, and Neely were found 
jointly guilty, under the postal code, of the 
embezzlement of $102,074, a fine In which 
amount was divided between them. Neely 
was guilty alone of the embezzlement of 


| $21,857, Reeves of $678, and Rathbone of 


$1,000, while Neely and Reeves jointly em- 


bezzled $1,086. 


ENGLISH FINANCIERS HOPEFUL. 


Growing Belief That Peace in South 
_ Africa Is Near Gives Strength . 
to Business Tone.

LONDON, March 30, 3 a. m.—The stock 

market has been unusually buoyant for the 


holiday

little effect it had was counteracted by in- 
creased confidence in the restoration of peace 
and by the prospect of less stringency in 
the money market after Easter, when divi- 
dends would be distributed and the treas- 
ury disbursements ordered on a large scale. 
While stockbrokers have not been making 
meney for a long time, they are forecasting 
better times with a strong speculative move- 
ment after the return of peace. Every in- 
dutry is in a fairly healthy condition and 
the coronation has already imparted a fillip 
to general business. 


_ Treasury Receipts Increase. 

The treasury receipts have been unusually 
heavy for the clesing weeks of the financial 
year, and the estimates of the Chancellor of 
the' Exchequer will be considerably exceed- 
ed, and the deficit of the next year’s budget 
may be nearer £20,000,000 than £25,000.000. 


Expert budgetmakers, while revising their 


former estimates, do not modify their gen- 
eral forecast that Hicks-Beach will bor- 
row the bulk of what he needs, and that to- 
bacco, rather. than incomes, will bear the 
main burden of the increased taxation. 


Australia Roused by Execution.

SEES BOER WAR’S END FAR OFF 


Cecil Rhodes’ Partner, C. D. Rudd, Re- 
turns from South Africa with 
* Pessimistic Views. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, March 29.—C. D. Rudd, a part- 
ner of Cecil Rhodes, arrived here from south 
Africa today. He said he was not surprised 
to hear of Mr. Rhodes’ death, as he knew the 
latter was dotdmed before he left Cape Town. 
Mr. Rudd expresses pessimistic views tn re- 
gard to the war. He could not, of course, 
have been fully posted on events that had 
occurred in south Africa during his voyage, 
but he said it might be taken for granted 
that the war would last for a long time yet. 
The people of south Africa, he declared, were 
pessimistic as to the result. Cape Colony 
was full of sedition, although the loyalists 
were as enthusiastic as ever. 

In his opinion there is no chance of the end 
of the struggle before the coronation next 
June. The Boers, he says, have a happy 
hunting ground in the northwest of the colo- 
ny. They have plenty of horses with fodder 
and everything else they require. He con- 
sidered it impossible for the British to reach 
them without building a railway, as they did 
during the Egyptian campaign. 

He said he had no doubt Schalk Burger 

and other Transvaal peace delegates ’’ to 
Kroonstad were tired of the war, but he did 
mot expect that they would be able to con- 
vert Delarey and Steyn to their views. - 
’ A casualty list issued by the War office 
today gives the first news of a fight near 
Sutherland, Cape Colony,on March 24. Mar- 
shall’s Horse had seven killed, eight wound- 
ed, and twenty-nine men were captured. 
The Boers afterward released the prisoners.

SCORCHING FOR TALENT 


ONLY ONE FAVORITE WINS AT 
BENNINGS TRACK. 


Five Heavily Backed Choices Go Down 
in Defeat, and at the Conclusion of 
the Last Race Not a Cheer Is Given 
for the Winner, Ridden by Odom— 
Charley Moore Is Played for Many 
Thousands at Even Money, but Fails 
His Supporters. 


Washington, D. C., March 29.—[{Special.]— 
The track at Bennings today was heavy. 
After the first race rain began to fall and 
light showers characterized the rest of the 
afternoon. 

It was a severe day for the talent, only 
one favorite bejng returned a winner. After 
the last racefa remarkable scene was wit- 
nessed. In a dinish that ordinarily would 
have aroused great enthusiasm, Woodtrice, 
ridden by Odom, secured a verdict over Char- 
ley Moore, ridden by Bullman, but there

Woodtrice’s number was hoisted the specta- 
tors were silent and dazed. 

The result was the final reverse of a series 
of operations against the bookmakers, who 
had a good day: The public was violently 
shocked by Woodtrice’s success, for Char- 
ley Moore had been backed to win for thous- 
Sands at even money and odds on, and at 
Similar quotations Ohnet had been plunged 
on for the place. Odom had previously won 
on Cormorant and The Hoyden. He rode 
back to the scales a winner for the third 
time ‘without evoking the slightest demon- 
stration. 

Cormorant, against whom a few bets of 
10 to 1 were laid, caused the beginning of the 
trouble for the talent. He won the first race, 
and King Barleycorn, backed as if he could 
not lose, was third, beaten out by Alack. 
Cormorant and the favorite went away from 
the field in the first quarter. Unableto shake 
off Cormorant, King Barleycorn yielded on 
the turn. 

The 2-year-old filly, Morca, was an odds 
on favorite for the second race. Toscan, 
owned by August Belmont, clung to her from 


the start, and eventually won handily. 


A hurdle race, in which nine maidens 
Started, was won by J.-A. Warner, with 
Tamarin contesting the finish.

HORSES: WORTH $15,500 BURN. 


Frank F. Colby Loses Seventeen Trot- 
ters and $15,000 Stable by 
Fire. 


Detroit, Mich., -March 29.—Seventeen race- 
horses and promising colts were burned to 
@ieath early today in a fire which destroyed 
the training stable of Frank F. Colby, a weil 
known driver and trainer in Highland Park. 
The fire started just before daybreak from 
some unknown cause and completely de- 
stroyed the stable. Sixteen of the horses 
were burned to death in their stalls. One 
broke loose and escaped from the barn, but 
the animal was so badly burned that it was 
necessary to shoot it. Among the horses de- 
stroyed were the following: Red Royal, 
2:24%, a 5S-year-old trotting stallion, valued 
at $5,000; Harry P., trotter. 2:23%4, $2,500; The 
King, trotter, 2:26%, $2,000; Maiden Queen, 
pacer, 2:13%, $2,000; Moneo, 2:32%, trotting 
stallion; $2,000. The total loss is about 
$30,000. Mr. Colby had intended to buy 
nominations in the Merchants and Manu- 
facturers’ $10,000 stake for 2:24 class trotters 
at the Blue Ribbon meeting of the Detroit

HARNESS HORSE GOSSIP 


SPLENDID SEASON FOR TROTTERS 
AND PACERS PROMISED. 


Entry Lists at Boston, Brighton Beach, 
and Detroit Indicate the Work of 
the Year Will Exceed That of 1901— 
Eighteen Horses Nominated for the 
M. and M. Stake—Candidates Are 
Compared—Memphis Track Is in 
Great Condition for Speeding,

Just now the entries to the early-closing 
stakes of the big trotting meetings are a 
' subject of absorbing interest to horsemen. 
It is plain from the entry lists at Boston, 
Brighton Beach, and Detroit, at all of which 
places the number of nominations in the big 
events is known, the coming season will wit- 
ness trotting and pacing on a scale that will 
exceed even the work of. 101. ’ 

The facts about the Detroit entries have 
just been made public. There‘ were three 
stakes that clcesed the other day, two of 
them being,the historic M. and M. for 2:25 
trotters and the Chamber of Commerce for 
2:25 pacers, while the third is for 2:09 pacers, 
this latter in a measure corresponding to 
the big 2:10 stakes and purses for pacers that 
are being given by some—of the Eastern 
tracks. The Detroit plan in regard to its 
slow trotting stake is somewhat different 
from that at other places, inasmuch as the 
horses must be named when the entry is 
made, although there is a substitution clause 
that may be taken advantage of on payment 
of an additional $250. There are eighteen 
horses named for the M. and M., as follows: 
Zephyr, Loretta, Braxton B.,Princess Derby, 
Miss Brock, Wentworth, Jurash, Dormeath 
Double D., Imogene, Kozy, Juntorio, Ted, 
nee Sphinx, Lassie, Mike R., and Red- 
wood. 3 


Ability of Entries Not Known. 


Under the conditions of the stake, which is 
a $10,000 one, these horses must have no 
record better than 2:244% at the time the 
entries close, and for that reason, although 
pretty much all of them took part in races 
last summer, not a great deal as to their 
ability is known. It is true that some of 
them have been close to the winner of a heat 
in fast time, but a solitary performance of 
that sort counts for little with the critics, 
as the M. and M. is a race in which 2:10 is 
likely to be reachedin any of the early heats, 
and last year Eleata, the winner, stepped the 
final mile in 2:08%, with Iva Dee hot after 
her, the first and second miles having been 
done in 2:12, 2:11. But a number of the 
horses named at Detroit for the race to be 
‘ trotted néxt July were fast enough last sea- 

son to aftract attention, and some of them 
that performed or were truined at the larger 
tracks were “ tabbed "" so faithfully by the 
railbirds their capacity can be fairly well 
estimated. Zephyr, for instance, now a 4- 
year-old, is the California filly for which J. 
C. McKinney of the Standard Oil company 
gave a long price just a year ago. She stepped 
a couple of eye-opening quarters down the 
Cleveland homestretch, and later in the sea- 
son Trainer Lafe Shafer rode an easy mila@ 
behind her in 2:14%. Both the sire and dam 
of Zephyr have fast records, and their 
daughter is not lacking in speed, but a large 
percentage of horsemen do not fancy the 
chances of a 4-year-old trotter, especially a 
filly, in a stake like the M. and M.. where the 
rule is that a long contest ensues, demanding 
in addition to perfect condition the strength 
that ordinarily is not possessed by horses in 
their fourth year, when there are sundry ail- 
ments to which they are subject. 


Eleata an Exception. 


These critics, however, were forced last 
season to make adn exception in the case 
of Eleata, -who was not only a 4-year-old, 
but a delicate looking one. .Her tremendous 
speed enabled her to win off the reel with 
onby three miles under her belt, but the third 
heat: was in 2:08%. and it is significant that 
it was Iva Dee, also a 4-year-old, that forced 
her out in the best time ever made in the race. 

Princess Derby is also California bred. She 
is a sister to Derby Prineess, @.mare that 
came from the West s@Véral years ago and 
beat 2:10 a trifle, and on the strength of this 
her relation was sold for a long price at 
auction. She has been trained faithfully. 
but thus far has not shown high-class racing 
aualities. Miss Brock is likely to be promi- 
nent in the race before it is over. Sheisa 
mare that early last season was one of the 
most promising green trotters in the East, 
being a member of Ed Browne's stable. At 
that time she could handle a 2:15 horse with 
ease, but later on lost form and was sold at 
auction for about $900. Vance Nuckols, who 
trains at Cleveland and is one of the best 
of the younger school of drivers, has the 
mare in charge. and she will give a gocd 
account of herself if she starts, ds Nuckols 
is a master hand at “ fitting ’’ a trotter, and 
when it comes to driving a tight finish it 
takes a McHenry or a Geers to hand him 
any knowledge of the game. 


Dormeath Now at Memphis. 


Wentworth ts a gelding I saw trot once or 
twice last season, and while he could step 
fast he did not create any sensation. Jurash 
started a few times down East, but seemed 
to be outclassed for speed. Dormeath is a 
horse Geers trained at Louisville a year ago 
this spring, and he was then looked upon as 
promising. He could certainly step at a 
dizzy clip through the stretch, and it was 
an open secret he was to represent the Ham- 
lin stable in all the slow stakes, but be- 
fore the summer came he had a “ leg’ and 
was sent home tothe farm. This year Dor- 
meath is at Memphis. He isa brown horse 
by Heir-at-Law, dam by Chimes, and a day 
or so before the Detroit entries closed was 
worked out in company with Lord March, 
another green trotter in the Geers string, 
to decide which of the pair should be named. 
They went slowly down to the half-mile 
pole and then stepped home in 1:07, Dor- 
meath showing he had Lord March beaten 
any part of the journey he was ‘given his 
head. 

Imogene is from Cleveland, and unless 
some of the wisest heads in that horsey town 
are in error she will be a factor fn the race. 
“Doc’’ Tanner, a Clevelander, who is an 
encyclopedia of horse lore and information, 
was in Chicago the other day and told me 
Imogene was certainly a high-class trotter. 
Last summer she stepped a quarter through 
the Cleveland homestretch with The Monk 
and made an even thing of it with him in 
about thirty seconds. Later on Imogene was 
raced at the Cleveland matinées, and, while 
her best public performance was about 2:16, 
it is well known that she pulled a wagon 
right at 2:12, 


Good Preparation for Kozy. 


Kozy is a mate owned down in New York 
that made several starts early last year. She 


was at that time touted as a good thing, 
and there is no question as to her speed. A 
-:13 mile would not have bothered her much. 
but she took the distemper and was laid 
up for the balance of the campaign. Mr. 
Dykeman, her owner, is a rich man who likes 
to drive his fast horses, and he is giving 
his personal attention to the preliminary 
work of Kozy. Juntorio is another East- 
erner. She is the mare Frank Jones of New 
Hampshire sent to the auctions a short time 
ago, where she was purchased by “‘ Tom ” 
Lawson, acting on the advice of his trainer, 
Marsh, who until the close of last season 
handled the Jones’ horses, Juntorio, bred in 
California, was taken along with the Jones 
string last year, and, although not entered 
anywhere, was*‘trained as carefully as 
though she had a lot of engagements. She 
showed Marsh: close to 2:12 without being 
driven out to the last ounce, and as the same 
driver prepared Eleata, the winner of the 
1901 M. and M., and took her to Detroit with 
no better workout than Juntprio went later 
in the season, he certainly had a good line 
to go by when he advised Lawson to buy 
Juntorio. | 


 Ghase a Well Touted Horse. 


Chase has been a well touted horse for at 
least two years. In 1900 he was looked on as 
one of the best gfeen ones in training; and 
John Hussey so handied him that all the 
watchers at the Cleveland track thought he 
was 2:10 goods. He was saved over, how- 
ever, for last year, but in the meantime Hius- 
sey had left the employ of Mr. J. L. Druien 
of Bardstown, Ky.,.who owns the horse, and 
that gentleman took a hand at the tfaining 
game himself. Chase started at the Lexing- 
ton meeing, but seemed to tire after going 
one good heat. A friend of mine who is just 
back from Lexington tells me that Chase 
is now. in the stable of Scott Hudson, and

He tells me that for the last ten 
days the track at the Tennessee town has 
been in perfect cendition for Speeding, and, 
in: Consequence, the horses, especially those 
likely to be named in early-closing races, 
had been moved along alittle. But it is not 
culy the trotting horse people who are in- 
terested in the Memphis track.

One thing has been demonstrated: If a 
trotting horse trainer goes with the runn?rs 
his horses are well looked after, and care is 
half the battle in the management of any 
sort of race nag. John Madden, “ Father 
Bill”” Daiy, John Campbell, and many oth- 
ers of the most successful trainers of thor- 
oughbreds graduated from the trotting horse 
ranks, as also did Ed Corrigan, who, with 
‘Madden, is a good type of the successful 
owner-trainer. 

The Billings horses at Memphis are in 
grand shape, and Scott McCoy is bringing 
them along as only he can do the trick. 
When it comes to educating a trotter or 
pacer until the horse knows exactly what is 
wanted of him at every stage of the game I 
am inclined to give the palm to Scott McCoy 
and J. B. Chandler. Colts or aged horses 
are alike to them; they go at the job of edu- 
cation as if they liked it. and when a pupil 
graduates from the school of either of these 
men he is a well mannered horse and a good 
gaited one. Mr. Billings recently lost two 
horses he set great store by. One was acolt 
iby Red Heart, 2:18. dam Jennie K., 2:15. by 
Phallas, 2:13%. 
colt ever bred by Mr. Billings, and he could 
trot a streak as a yearling. and had shown 
60 well this winter at Memphis there was no 
question of his making a great horse. 

Another death in the stable was that of the 
show horse, General Blair. that created such 
a sensation at the Horse Show here last fall. 
The previous spring General Blair and mate 
defeated. in a New York show. Frank 
Gould’s great pair, Hurlingham and Sand- 
ringham, and the same week General Blair 
won the gig class, was one of a winning tan- 
dem pair, and a wheeler in the winning 
four-in-hand, Blair was strictly trotting 
bred. his sire being a son of Electioneer, and 
Mr. Billings had refused $10,000 for him. 


Propects of Mabel Onward, 

Another friend who went to Memphis last 
week, “‘ just to see the horses go round,” 
is back with the news that the most talked- 
of horse in the Billings string is Mabel On- 
ward, that made a record better than 2:11 
at the meeting last fall. the performance be- 
ing to wagon and with an amateur in the 
seat. At that time Scott McCoy had a most 
portentous wink on tap when anybody asked 
how Mabel was getting on, and now they 
say he is free to remark that she is liable 
to be a record-breaker, and that Lucille.

ANNUAL SESSION OF THE W. G. A.

Rapid Growth of the Organization Adds 
to the Importance of Its Session—

Each year the tournaments held under its 
auspices have grown in interest, and should 
the organization maintain ite present rate 
of growth it seems probable the Western 
championship tournaments will goon be sec- 
ond only to those of the United States Golf 
association. 

With these facts in mind, the outcome of 
the annual meeting, which is to be held at 
the Grand Pacific Hotel on Thursday after- 
noon, is of great interest to all golfers in 
this section of country. The main business 
of the meeting, the election of officers, is a 
cut-and-dried affair, as it is certain the 
ticket as nominated by the committee will 
be elected, unless one of the nominees.sees 
fit to withdraw, which does not appear like- 
ly.

From the President down it would be hard 
to select a more capable set of men to con- 
duct the affairs of the association. All ofthe 
members have had experience in the organiz- 
ing and management of golf clubs, while 
there are enough good players on the list to 
voice the views and look after the interests 
of the playing portion of the golf community. 

Apart from the election of officers there is 
no special business slated, although in view 
of the action of the United States Golf asso- 
ciation in increasing the number of qualifiers 
in the amateur championship to sixty-four 
it is possible there may be some desire on tHe 
part of the delegates to effect similar changes 
in the conditions governing the amateur and 
women’s events of the Western Golf asso- 
clation. Last year at Midlothian there were 
100 entries in the amateur championship, and 
should there be prospects of a larger num- 
ber this year a change may be thought ad- 
visable. At present sixteen players can qual- 
ify and an increase to thirty-two might prove 
a! popular move, although in past years the 
presentation of several flight cups has ena- 
bled a number of players who did not qualify 
to continue longer in the tournament. 

Under the bylaws the Board of Directors 
arranges the date and place of the annual 
championships, and these two matters are 
practically settled. The Chicago Golf club 
is the only organization thta has made any 
pid for the amateur event and the majority of 
the contestants are only too glad to have to 


. fight the battle out on what is admitted by 


experts to be one of the best courses in the 


world. The out-of-town clubs have expressed f 


a preference for Chicago, and the local play- 
ers, although perfectly willing to give other 
cities a chanee if they so request, cannot but

Wuite a little breeze was occasioned last 
week by a proposal to hold the Western event 
ahead of the national. Treasurer Alan L.

‘meeting of the Exetutive committee held in 
the middle of the week the various argu- 
ments were discussed, with the result the 
new Board of Virectors will assuredly adopt 
the plan giving the greatest good to the 
greatest number. |

Cubans and Porto Ricans Aid.

Porto Rico could assist him by explaining 
to the Filipinos what the United States has 
aecémplished in the West Indian Islands. 
He continues: 

In view of the above considerations, I make the 
request that I be authorized to proceed to the 
Philippine Islands, taking with me ten men whom 
I may select from Cuba and Porto Rico, whose 
assistance has been found useful in promoting 
friendly relations between the people of those 
islands and the United States, and who could prop- 
ériy explain to the Filipinos the benefits their peo- 
ple have derived through friendly relations with 
this country, and while there to give such direc-

General Miles also proposes to bring back 
to the Dnited States a number of repre- 
sentative Filipinos, in order that they may 
see the advantages of owtr civilization.

Several weeks after the final disposition of the 
within application by the action of the President on 
the 6th of March, and after the introduction of a 
resolution in Congress calling for the papers, the 
Lieutenant General attached to them a statement 
dated March 24, 1902, wigh the apparent purpose of 
showing that the action taken was wrong. With- 
out commenting upon the propriety of a military 
officer undertaking to review the action of the’ 
President, I again submit the paper for such re- 
consideration as the President may § think 
advisable, with the following remarks: 

/** The; delegation from Cuba referred to in this 
paper consisted of public officers with defined 
powers, charged with the performance of a specific 
duty as official representatives of the people of 
Cuba and appointed by the constitutional con- 
vention elected by that people. The President's 
consent to recéive the committee was asked for by 
General Wood through the Secretary of War, and 
was communicated to General Wood by the Sec- 
retary of War, who never heard General Miles’ 
name mentioned in connection with the transac- 
tion.”’ 


Miles’ Plan for China. 

Secretary Root then refers to the fact 
that on July 18, 1900, General Miles wanted 
to take 15,000 troops and go to China with 
so large a force that he would necessarily 
be named as Commander-in-Chief of the 
allied forces. The Secretary comments as 
follows: 

The withdrawal of 15,000 troops from the Philip- 
pines would have made necessary the practical 
abandonment of a large part of the country and 
the restoration of insurgent control therein. At 
least two-thirds of the 15,000 were wholly un- 
necessary in China unless for the purpose of en- 
abling the United States to furnish a greater num- 
ber of troops than any European power, and upon 
that score to claim the supreme. command of the 
allied forces. The application and recommenda- 
tion were, in fact, accompanied by a sequest from 
General Miles that such supreme command of the 


allied forces should be obtained for him. 


President McKinley Refused. 


Under these circumstances President McKinley 
declined to autheorize the sending of General Miles 
either to th> Philippines or to China. A year. 
afterwards the Secretary of War authorized the 
Lieutenant General to extend his inspection tour 
to the Philippines for the purpos2 of inspeotion 
only. He has never been authorized to go for any 
other purpose. 

retary Root then explains in detail that 
to grant General Miles’ request would mean 


the subversion of General Chaffee and the 


other officers in the Philippines, as well as 
the abandonment of the civil government 
now administered by the Philippine com- 
mission. 


Means a Military Dictator. 


The Secretary continues: 

There is no place for any such authority under 
the present government, and if it were granted 
the system of civil government by which we have 
been gradually and steadily superseding military 
control, and have superseded it throughout the 
Kreater part of the archipelago, would again be 
subordinated to military power and the people 
of the islands would be subjected to the arbitrary 
control of a military dictator. 


As to Military Severity. 


Referring to the Lieutenant Getieral’s in- 
timation that the war was being conducted 
with unnecessary military severity, Secre- 
tary Root explains’ that the insinuation is 
based on a letter written by Governor Taft 
transmitting a report made by the Civil Gov- 
ernor of the Province of Tayabes. The 
charges in the report were returned to Major 
General Chaffee on Feb. 19 for an investiga- 
tion. 

Secretary Root says in conclusion: 

There has not yet been time for the report to be 
made, and the direction for the investigation can 
only just now have reached Manila. It is to be re- 
gretted that the officer of the highest rank in the 
army should assume the truth of charges reflecting 
upon the .credit of the army in advance of the in- 
vestigation which has been ordered, and without 
giving General Chaffee, upon whose particular 
‘command the charges reflect, an opportunity to be 
heard. 

Governor Taft's letter shows that the civil Gov- 
ernor of the Philippines was unwilling to accept 
the charges as true without an investigation. 

As the Lieutenant General’s memorandum of 
March 24 was not made until after the introduction 
of a resolution in the House of Representatives 
calling for all correspondence and papers in the 
matter of his application to go to the Philippines, 
the putting into those papers of the specific refer- 
ence to the letter transmitting the charges plainly 
evinces a design to procure the publication of the 
charges, and of the Lieutenant General’s accept- 
‘ance thereof as true, in advance of the investiga- 
tion of their truth, and of a report thereon by Gen- 
eral Chaffee. 

In the interest of good discipline and effective 
service such a courst is much to be regretted. Such 
charges ought not to be published against our 
countrymen whom we have sent to labor and fight 
under our flag on, the other side of the world before 
they can be heard in their own defense. .

LOWTHER DECLARED A HERETIC 


Kansas Clergyman Is Expelled from 
the Methodist Church When He Re- 
| fuses Compromise Offered. 


Arkansas City, Kas., March 29.—[Special. } 
—The Rev. Granville Lowther was found 
guilty of heresy by a court of churchmen to- 
day and expelled forever from the Methgdist 
body. The verdict was not announced until 
the minister had been given a chance to re- 
instate himself by signing a pledge that he 
would not teach either in public or private 
the doctrines which it was charged were 
heretical. It was promised that the case 
would be dropped for all time if the minister 
agreed. This Mr. Lowther refused to do, 
saying he could not be honest with himself 
and his God if he entered into such a cén- 
tract. The pastor did not remain to hear the 
verdict of expulsion read. It found him 
guilty of every charge.

Since 
then, however, the two magnates have be- 
come estranged and are pulling in different 
directions. The break came when Gould 
purchased the Denver and Rio Grande and 
other lines that practically compete with the 
Union Pacific. 


Harriman Diverts Traffic. 


Harriman has not been slow in adminis- 
tering punishment to his former friend, 
Gould. Formerly all the traffic coming from 
the Southwest over the Harriman lines has 
been turned over to the International and 
Great Northern, or Gould line, at the Rio 
Grande border. Now this traffic is going to 
its destination over the Harriman lines, 
thus leaving the Gould line in the lurch, 

The Goulds have been no less active in the 
building of new lines in the territory occu- 
pied exclusively by the Harriman interests. 
Several new roads are in process of construc- 
tion in Texas by the International and Great 
Northern, one between Fort Worth and 
Houston and another between Houston and 
Orange, Tex., both of which parallel the lines 
of the Southern Pacific to the extent of about 
2900 miles. The Harriman interests have not 
been busy in building new lines to compete 
with the Goulds, nor have they attémpted 
to check the work on the part of their rivals 
in the railroad territory of the Southwest. 
They have been quietly figuring, however, 
on a traffic concentration coup in Texas and 
Mexico, and this promises to be a successful 
method of blocking Gould’s game. 


Testing Coupon Pass Tickets. 


Whether traveling agents and other rep- 
resentatives of railroads that have abolished 
exchange passes shall be provided with a 
book of coupons from which audit office set. 
tlements ‘shall be made, instead of payine 
cash fares, is dependent upon what disposi- 
tion the trunk line Presidents make of the 
subject. The Trunk Line Passenger commit- 
tee a day. or two ago decided to Pecommend 
that the adoption of the proposition would 
greatly help the railroads which employ 
large numbers of traveling freight and 
passenger agents. The book must be always 
accompanied by the annual pass of the 
individual when presented to a conductor. 

There will be three stubs. One to be sent 
to the auditor of the foad over whicha trip is 
made; a second for the conductor, to be 
turned in with his report; and a third to be 
turned in to his own company by the indi- 
vidual to whom it is issued. If this plan 
proves a success it will probably lead to the 
adoption of the anti-exchange pass agrec- 
ment by the Central association lines. 


Southwest Roads Meet. 


Representatives of the roads in the South- 
west which are members of the Southwest- 
crn Passenger bureau met here yesterday 
to decide whéther the recent withdrawal of 
the Southern Pacific, Rock Island, and one 
or two other roads from the bureau.makes 
its dissolution necessary. The Southern Pa- 
cific, which was represented by Assistant 
Traffic Director Campbell, did not feel in- 
clined to change its position unless the In- 
ternational and Great Northern would agree 
to become a member. The latter, however, 
was not represented, and, consequently; fur- 
ther action was postponed. The concensus 
ot opinion, however, is that the mileage, 
clergymen, and local bureaus should be con- 
tinued.

FEDERATION OF BRITISH COLO-

Influential Members of Both Political

able service that the mere mention of their 
names is sufficient. There are others who 
aré not so well known, concerning whose 
Aldermanic qualifications a few words 
should be said. Mr., Luther P. Friestedt, 
in the Thirteenth Ward, is an educated 
man of business. He is:a trained mechan- 
ical engineer, who has built up an extensive 
contracting business in this country and in 
Europe. He was not put in nomination 
‘throngh any effort of his own. -He was 
made a candidate by the Republicans of his 
ward, who have long known him as an 
upright and an able man. Nothing can be 
said against Mr. Friestedt’s Democratic 
opponent, but he does not have ft in him to 
make so useful an Alderman for the ward 
or the city ‘as Mr. Friestedt. ; 

In the Thirty-first Ward Mr. O'Connell, 
the Democratic candidate, is a man of 
blameless: character, but Mr. Cassius O. 
Smith, his Republican opponent, is to be 
prefererd to him because of his greater ex- 


Mr. Smith has not been a politician, but he 
has taken an active part in local municipal 
affairs. He is now a real estate dealer, but 
he was for seven years professor of book- 
keeping and mathematics in a Chicago 
business college. This led to his appoint- 
ment as chairman of the old Thirtieth Ward 
Educational Commission of the Civic fed- 


| eration. Being a large property-owner in 


the ward Mr. Smith took a lively interest 
in local improvement projects. He has 
been one of the most active and useful 
members of the Englewood Improvement 
association. 

In the First Ward Mr. David L. Frank, 
a business-man with an excellent record, 
is asking for and should receive the votes 
of the citizens of that ward who wish 
to see it represented by a man who, if 
elected, will work for the ward and the city 
and not for himself. The-men who know 
Mr. Frank best are confident that he will 
be a good Alderman, true to all the pledges 
he has given. 

In the Twenty-first Ward Alderman 
John Minwegen is the Democratic candi- 
date for retlection. Mr. Minwegen has 
made a good Alderman. He will be a good 
one if reélected. No man will regret a vote 
east for him. But if Alderman Minwegen 
is defeated it will be by a good man. His 
Republican adversary is Mr. Fletcher 
Dobyns, a young lawyer of marked ability. 
He is a Harvard graduate who worked his 
own unaided way through college, and who 
made a name there both as stroke oar of 
the boat crew and as the possessor of ora- 
torical ability of a high order. He wil! 
make his mark in the Council should he get 
there. No resident of the ward need have 
any fears about voting for Mr. Dobyns.

THE LITERARY TREND. 

Mr. Edwin D. Mead, one of the most ac- 
complished scholars and writers on social 
and literary topics in New England, ac- 
knowledges that Boston has lost its literary 
superiority. Fifty years ago it had a great 
advantage in this respect over all other 
cities, but the westward trend of numerical 
and commercial supremacy has been ac- 
complished by the development of other 
literary centers, and one of these at pres- 
ent is New York, because, with its great 
wealth, it offers a lucrative market for 
literature and art. It is: not a center as 
Boston used to be. It is simply a market. 
not: a producer, but its multiplicity of mag- 
azines, newspapers, and publishing houses 
neturally attract. those writers who earn 
their living with the pen. 

To Mr. Mead, however, the most remark- 
able feature of American life is the sudden 
prominence of the South and West. In fic- 
tion, at least, he is of opinion that the South 
takes present rank second to none, and

Mr. Mead is unquestionably correct in 
his characterization of the literary move- 
ment. In the sense that Boston was a 
literary center, when it was the resort of 
Longfellow, Whittier, Lowell, Emerson, 
Holmes, Hawthorne, Thoreau, Channing, 
and other writers from Cambridge and 
Concord, there is no literary center now. 
The great cities are producing but littfe 
because they. are commercial, and they will 
produce less as they grow more and more 
commercial. As the whole East is grow- 
ing commercial the literary and artistic 
trend is naturally westward and southward. 
More and more the West and Sonth will 
be the centers of literary productiveness, 
especially the rural parts, and this pro- 
ductiveness will find its market in the cities. 
Every year Chicago comies more rapidly to 
the front as a publication ‘center. He will 
not be a rash prophet who shall predict 
that ere long its presses will rival those at 
the East not alone in the number of books 
they print but in the attractiveness of the 
types, illustrations, and bindings. 


“THE FIVE-CENT FARE IS VITAL.” 

The counsel for the Union Traction com- 
pany says the demand for lower fares and 
compensation to the city is “ nonsense.” 
So, indeed, it ig. No men competent to run 
street railroads will agree to burn the can- 
dle of their profits at both ends after such 
a fashion. Insistence by the city on a 
double-barreled demand of this kind would 
put a summary stop to negotiations with 
the existing traction companies or with cap- 
italists who might wish to organize new 
companies. ‘ 

The counsel for the traction company says 
also “the five-cent fare is vital. It never 
will be lowered.” That rate of fare is vital 
from the point of view of the city as well as 
of the traction companies. ‘That rate will 
not be howered unless the Council-shall be 
disregardful of the interests of the city, 
which must be cousidered an impossibility. 
The maintenance of the present rate of fare 
is essential if the city is to get from the 
traction companies that large annual reve- 
nue which,it is in sore,need, of and which 
the companies will be able to pay if they 
continue the collection of five-cent fares. 

It may be inferred from the language of 
the traction company lawyer. when he says 
“the roads will not consent” to a reduc- 


tion of the five-cent fare that these 


reads are yet under the impression that 
they ought to have the entire fare for them- 
selves, and that they are not prepared to 
concede to the municipality that one cent 
in each fare which it is the inteption of the 
municipality to demand. 

Undoubtedly this is a concession which 
the companies will make only at the last 
moment and with the greatest reluctance. 
They will plead poverty. They will ex- 
patiate on the tens of mil%ons of dol- 
lars it will be necessary for them to 
spend in order to bring their system up to 
date. This plea would be a valid one if the 
companies were to be required to build 
subways whose cost might far outrun‘the 
highest estimates yet made, but there is to 
be no such requirement. . 

It will take a good deal of money to mod- 
ernize the antiquated ‘systems of the Chi- 
cago traction companies. Out of those sys- 
tems they have collected millions which 
they have paid out as dividends. It would 
have been wiser to set aside a part of these 
dividends on watered stock as a fund to pay

gross receipts to the city. If the capitalists 
who control the traction companies are un- 
willing to do this, there are other capitalists 
who will be willing. ,

‘This modern variation of an old tune is 
played for a different purpose than , twas 
the original and will have a different effect. 
Besides, it is-only one part of a stupendous 
whole. Dr. James has more than one tune, 
He has a répertoire. Just at present, be- 
sides the commons and the gymnasium, he 
proposes two other buildings; a dormitory 
and a kind of students’ clubhouse, where 
the college organizations may have head- 
quarters. All these plans are promising not 
only in thémselves but in the proof they 
give of the new President’s enterprise. Dr. 
James is not dilatory. 

It may be said, further, that Dr. James’ 
plans are to be commended not only because 
they indicate a policy of action but because 
they point in exactly the right direction. At 
Northwestern there has been a notable lack 
of corporate life. When the alumni return 
to the university they find that there are 
few ways in which the men ¢an get to- 
gether. This is not exactly the fault of 
the men. It is rather the fault of their 
surroundings. There are Greek letter 
societies, debating societies, Christian as- 
sociations, and class organizations, but all 
these bodies are in a considerable degree 
isolated, and, therefore, estranged from 
each other. There is no common meeting 
ground.. There is, therefore, a danger of 
a lack of common feeling and of that local 
patriotism called college spirit. The new 
buildings suggested by’ Dr. James will do 
something to avert this danger. 

There is another object which will be 
accomplished incidentally. Despite the de- 
nials of those students who enjoy the pres- 
ent situation, there is a feeling among the 
trustees and professors that too much of 
the life of the college centers about the 
women. “‘ Feminization” is not a’ pretty 
word,’ nor is pretty’idea.° The women 
perhaps add a desirable element to the col- 
lege. It-is different’ when the women be- 
come so numerous that it might almost be 
said that the men are’ the’ element and 
the women the college. This is not quite 
so now. There are fears that it may be 
so in a short time. <A college where the 
women are in a majority does not attract 
men.

CANADA AND THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

The Independent put to the Hon. John 
W. Foster, who has a reputation as a publi- 
cist, one of those questions which are easy 
to ask and hard to answer. The question 
is— 


Suppose that a single Buropean power or & 
combination of two or more continental powers 
should be at war with Wngland and should be 
able to defeat the north Atlantic squadron of 


England and take possession of England’s North 


American -territory—such as Halifax or the Ber- 
mudas—under the Monroe doctrine would the 
United States’ be obliged to become the ally of 
England to prevent this acquisition of. territory 
in the case either of permanent or temporary 
occupation ? 

As Mr. Foster truly says, “it is always 
perilous to venture an opinion on hypothet- 
ical cases,” but he makes bold to give an- 
opinion in this particular case. He pref- 
aces it-with two statements. One of them 
is that the Monroe doctrine is not “a hard 
and fast rule of conduct which must be in- 


flexibly followed and enforced on all occa~ f 
Dur-; 


sions and under all circumstances.” 
ing the civil war it was inexpedient to en- 
force the Monroe doctrine when violated 
by the French occupation of Mexico. The 
other statement regards the attitude of our 
public men respecting the future of Can- 
ada. Ever since the outbreak of the revo- 
lution American statesmen have looked for 
the ultimate absorption of Canada in the 
United States. 
Mr. Foster says, there never has been any 
marked sentiment in Canada in favor of 
that absorption. | 

Having made these explanatory remarks, 
Mr. Foster says “ it-may fairly be assumed 
as improbable that the United States would, 
feel called upon to come to the material sup- 
port of Great Britain in a struggle to re- 
tain her hold upon Canada iin a war with 
one or more European powers,” but that— 


Our government might consider the occasion a 
favorable one to treat with Great Britain for the 
withdrawal of Its sovereignty from the Dominion, 
and in that case we might well give our guarantee 
that such: sovereignty should not be exercised by 
any other European power. I think it quite safe 
to say that no such power would be permitted with 
our consent permanently to hold Halifax or the 
Bermudas, 


This is a judicious answer. It is question- 
sble whether in the event of such a war as 
has been spoken of a serious effort would 
be made to strike at Canada. There are 
other points where Great Britain is weaker. 
If an attempt were to be made to take pos- 
session of any part o& Canada: it would be 
abandoned if Great Britain were to with- 
draw its sovereignty and the United States 
to give the guarantee Mr. Foster speaks of. 

There might arise. a contingency which 
Mr. Foster does not take into account. Sup- 
pose the Canadians should not wish Great 
Britain to withdraw its sovereignty, and 
Great Britain for that or any other reason 
should decline to withdraw, could the 
United States view with equanimity the 
possession not necessarily of a fortified port 
like Halifax but of any Canadian territory 
by a continental power? Its tenrporary pos- 
session would be disturbing, and permanent 
possession would be most offensive, 


THE CHICAGO TENSION, 
‘Emma Eames, the prima donna, has ex- 
pressed her opinions of the people of Chi- 
cago. She says, “ You are charming "— 
a compliment they will return in kind. But 
she adds,“ You den’t know: how to enjoy 
yourselves. You do not know how to relax. 
You are worn out by the tension. There 
is a tremendous element of being alive: 
here.” The statement is somewhat incon- 


‘sistent,.for if we are worn out, how can we 


be *“ tremendously alive”? This, however, 
is not material.so long as we know we are

Having decided that we do not know how 
to enjoy. ourselves, Mme. Eames proceeds 
to tell us how to do it. First, “for an 


hour after luncheon I lie perfectly flat in 


& darkened room and empty my brain.” 
Undoubtedly there are many persons who 
would like to lie down flat and do nothing 
for an hour after luncheon, and every other 
meal in the day, bit the trouble is that 
those who are working for themselves can- 
not afford the time, and those who are 
working for others would lose their jobs 
if they indulged in any such luxury. And 
as for emptying the brain for a whole hour 
that might do in New York or Philadel- 
phia or even in Boston, but it would never 
do in Chicago, where all that is in the 
brain is needed all the time. It-would not 
be safe to empty it for ten minutes. There 
would be not only the danger of having 
the contents stolen but during the time 
that a’ man was empty-headed he would 
fall far back in the procession and some 


‘one else would get his place. »That would 


be the sure outcome of such a proceeding 
which in Chicago would be not only hazar- 
dous but absurd. 
Mme. Eames also, says she never eats din- 
ner. She does not absolutely advise ull 
the people in Chicago to go without their | 
dinners, but it seems to be one of her meth- 
ods of enjoying herself, and the inference 
is that the people of Chicago would also 
enjoy themselves more if after emptying 
thetr brains for an hour they would also 
go dinnerless, and thus “ relax the nerves” 
and learn “to enjoy the present.” And 
then the prima donna adds, “I live for 


‘my work and have learned just how to keep 


myself feeling at best.” In Chicago all peo- 
ple live for their work and many of them 
work for their lives, and they would be glad 
of anything which would relieve the tension, 
but unfortunately“what suits Mme. Eames 
and conduces to her enjoyment is not gen- 
eral enough in its application to be of much 
value. It would be a sad day for Chicago 
if its inhabitants should follow her example 
and lie flat for an hour after luncheon and 
empty their capacious brains. Chicago 
would not only “go "way back and sit 
down ” in the last row of cities but it would 
speedily be lost sight of.

MACHINE LACE TRIUMPHANT. .. 

_ The route by which news reaches the 
reader is sometimes curiously indirect. For 
instance, the London Chronicle has just 
published a dispatch from Vienna in which 
ic is said that Herr Matitsch’s lace machine 
has finally been perfected in Nottingham. 
I'rom Nottingham to London via Vienna is 
an odd way to travel. There is a devious- 
ness about it that seems to demand correc- 
tion. 

‘The news itself, however, is of even great- 
er interest than its method of getting into 
the London Chronicle. Herr Matitsch’s ma- 
chine is likely to affect the lace industry all 
over the world and to widen its scope. Of 
course machine lace has been made for 
many years. Everybody knew this. Not 
everybody admitted it. There was fre- 
quently an amiable agreement among 
friends to assume that a particular piece of 
lace was made. by hand, preferably in a con- 


vent, when it was really made by combs and. 


slide-bars in a factory. Machine made 
lace was never received—openly—in the best 
society. It betrayed uniformity, monotony, 
unimaginativeness, etc. It lacked individ- 
uality, originality, craftsmanship, etc. Con- 
sequently, it was an abomination in the eyes 
of the esthete and a stench in the nostrils of 
the connoisseur. 
Now, however, the esthete and the con- 
nvisseur are to be put to a severe test. This 


infernal machine of Herr Matitsch’s is said. 


to be able to turn out lace that is almost in- 
distinguishable from the genuine article. 
It has such a nice adjustment of needles, 
cumbs, slide-bars, and bodkins that it is cap- 
uble of almost infinite flexibility of move- 
ment. It can, therefore, produce patterns 
and effects that previously were possible 
only to the skilled workman. The most deli- 
cate and complicated stitches can now be 
executed by the most ignorant operative. 

Of ‘course, there is a certain field into 
which the machine cannot go. No mechan- 
ical apparatus can weave Bayeux tapestries 
any more than it could paint Sistine Madon- 
nas. It seems likely, however, that next 
fall the market will be full of lace which will 
look as if it had been made by hand. A great 
deal of this lace may he sold at hand made 
prices. A great deal of it will be worn with 
a hand made air. Sales will be brisk. More 
lace will be used than ever before. And real 
lace-making, like real bookbinding, will be- 
come a narrow and secluded art and craft, 
practiced by a few enthusiasts for the joy 
of the thing. Deplorable this-may be, ina 
way, but it is inevitable.

Mingoés, Pequeos, etc., all except the Mingoes ‘belonging to the Five / 
“They had long been Christianized, being members of the Mora- ~ 


Nations. 
vian Church. They had given up the chase, and resided on lands allotted 
to them by William Penn, and they gained a livelihood by manufacturing 
and selling to the whites brooms, baskets, and wooden ladles. The 
settlement contained harmless old men and women, innocent babes, and 
some young Indians thought by the neighbors to be worthless vagabonds. 

Between 1754 and 1765 the inhabitants of the frontier settlements in 
Pennsylvania suffered greatly from Indian atrocities. This wus especially 
true of the Scotch-Irish settlers of Paxton and Donegal Townships of the 
county above named. 

The settlers became suspicious that the Christian Indians commun!- 
cated with their hostile brethren, and that they possibly acted as spies upon 
the movements of the whites. 
been traced by scouts to the wigwams of the Conestogas. Suspicion was 
awakened and questions were asked. “Are the Christian Indians treach- 
erous? Are their wigwams the harbors of our deadly foe? Do they 
conceal the nightly prowling assassin of the forest?” The conviction 
that the Christian Indians were treacherous having become general among 
the Scotch-Irish settlers, they determined to exterminate the Conestogas, 
whom we now believe to have been innocent and harmless. 

The first. massacre occurred on Dec. 14, 1763, when a body of fifty- 
seven mounted men visited the Indian settlement at Conestoga and 
barbarously killed the old men, old women, and children, six persons in all, 
who were at home, and then burned the whole settlement. The other 


Indians were absent selling baskets and their other products. These were 


It was reported that strange Indians had 


hastily gathered together by the county ‘seineniiaien and placed in the 
workhouse at Lancaster for safety. The Paxton boys, when not murdering 
Indians, were solighous, and when remonstrated with for their work were 

accustomed to say: “ Do you not believe in God and his Bible?” They held 
that they had the same commission to exterminate Indians that the 
Israelites had to destroy Canaanites. 

The Governor, John Penn, issued a proclamation calling upon all officers 
of the government and upon all good citizens to assist in bringing to justice 
all who had been engaged in the great outrage. This proclamation only 
seemed to enrage the Paxton boys, who on Dec. 27, 1763, assembled in 
Lancaster City, broke down the doors of the workhouse, and cut to pieces 
with hatchets the remaining fifteen Indians there confined, 

‘From a letter written at the time we quote: “ Near the door of the 


prison lay an old Indian and his squaw, particularly well known by the 


people of the town on account of his placid and friendly conduct. Across 
him and his squaw lay two children, of about the age of 3 years, whose 
heads were split with the tomahawk and their scalps taken off. Towards 
the middle of the jail yard, along the west side of the wall, lay a stout 
Indian, whom I particularly noticed to have been shot In the breast; his 
legs were chopped with the tomahawk, his hands were cut off, and finally 


@ rifle ball had been discharged into his mouth, so that his head was blown’ 


into atoms, and his brains were splashed against the wall for three or four 
feet about. In this manner lay the whole of them, men, women, and 
children, spread about the prison’ yard, shot, scalped, hacked, and cut to 
pieces.” 


This second massacre was followed by a second proclamation from the 


Governor, who earnestly besought all good citizens to ald in securing the 
murderers. The result was the excited murderers, to the number of 600,

Sunday, Jan, 10, 1768,-six Indians, four men: and*two women, 
came to the home of Frederick Stump, in Penn Township, now Snyder 
County, Pa. The Indians being drunk and digorderly, Stump, claiming to 
fear personal injury, killed them all, made a hole in the ice of a creek near 
by and thrust all the bodies in. The next day Stump went to an Indian 
séttlement fourteen miles up. the creek, and killed one Indian woman, two 
girls, and.a child. This he did, he claimed, to hide the previous piling. ‘He 
placed the bodies in’a cabin and burned it. Stump 
and his companion, , lron-Cutter, on information 
lodged with the govertiment by William Blythe, were 
arrested and taken to Carlisle jail. They were 
forcibly rescued from jail by the Paxton boys and 
fled to Virginia. Blythe was rewarded by the pro- & 
ptietors by a gift of 650 acres of land. Ensign 77g 
Wermer, who was, oné of the*rescuers of Stump, 
served afterward’ in some Indian campaign and a4 
thereby beranie entitled fo 4 grant of land, but when 
the grant came before the. Governor for confirma- ; a re 
tion he refused to det in the matter. This seems ~~ ; 
to have béen the only punishment meted out td any ‘ 
ohe of this group of Indian murderers,

They 
are becoming greater factors in the commer- 
cial world every day and the progress thus 
far made opens the way for almost limitless 
possibilities in the conversion of properly 


_ cultured bacteria to industrial ends. 


The one thing that denies popularity to the 


is the fat that they have for years been 
studied from the standpoint of their agency 
in produting disease. The word bacteria 
has in the minds of many become synony- 


‘mous with disease ané health rules have for 


a long time been directed principally toward 
the destruction of these organisms. But with 
recent discoweries an absolute reversal of this 
belief has come and now instead of trying to. 
destroy the bacterium efforts are being made 
to culture it for the beneficial properties it 
asserts in a commercial way. 
sl 
As Ally of the Farmer- 

Even the agriculturist has become &@ friend 
of bacteria, and it is predicted that when the 
minute plant formaitons are well understood 
these micro-organisms will become one of 
his chief allies. Authorities assert at the 
present time that the farm cannot be prop- 
erly tilled until the farmer has in addition 
to his seed crop, soil, and cattle, a stock of 
the proper kind of bacteria to aid him in pre- 
paring the soil and curing the crops. Dis- 
coveries in bacteriology already made have 
revolutionized various agricultural process- 
es, even though their practical application 
is still somewhat tentative, and it is asserted 
on good authority that all that is needed to 
bring about a complete revolution in farm- 
ing along bacteriological lines ‘is a little more 
understanding of the subject. : 

. In the first place, it has been shown that 
the soil is full of living organisms and that 
not only are the higher plants numerous, but 
all types of the fungi are present. Bacteria

Used to Make Cheese. 

Perhaps there is no better illustration of 
the utilization of bacteria than is to be found 
in advanced methods of treating commom 
dairy products. Ten years, ago if a dairy- 


man had confessed that he actually employed 


micro-organisms to aid him in making but- 
ter and cheese he would have been boycotted 
and forced out of business. But today it is 
different, for dairy methods have been al- 
most revolutionized. by the discoveries of 
modern bacteriologists. 

In. the first place it has been conclusi¥ely 
shown that the souring of milk is always pre- 
duced by bacteria and that the popular be- 
lief that thunder-storms will perform the 


same function is erroneous. It also has been 
proven that bacteria produce slimy milk, bit- 


ter milk, blue milk. yellow milk, green milk, 


orange colored milk. amber. colored milk, 
chocolate milk, and even black milk.

_ To Flavor the Butter. 


Another use to which bacteria have been 
put by dairymen is to be found in modern 


processes of ripening cream for the making 
of butter. 


When cream is collected for a 
large dairy there are sure to be in it large 
numbers of* different varieties of bacteria 
which exist primarily in the mliilk. Some of 
these produce unsatisfactory results, such 
as bitter butter, tainted butter, insipid but- 
ter or a strong odor, while others have been 
found to produce changes in the cream 
which give rise to the products imparting 


turing the bacteria of the latter class and 
making use of them-in the cream ripening 
process that bacteriologists have shown 
the utility of micro-organisms in the dairy 
industry. 

By imparting to the cream the proper 
species of bacteria a greater uniformity in 
the. product has been obtained. “The idea 
conceived less than a decade ago, that by 
furnishing buttermakers with cultures of the 
proper species of bacteria to add to their 
cream ‘the quality of the product could in - 
many instances be improved has been shown 
to be absolutely correct. The pure cultures 
forming the basis of the experiments con- 
sist of a single species of bacterium, in most 
cases the lactic, and the only deficiency 
charged against them is that they appear 
to be lacking in flavor. One important dis- 
covery In this connection is that the growth 


of the bacteria is practically stopped by the 


churning process, so that they are of little 
significance in the: butter. Large numbers 
of them are left in-the butter, but if it is 
well salted they do not miltiply. Their 
stowth is stopped. 
Help to Ripen Cheese. 

In the manufacture of cheese micro-or- 
ganisms are of even more value than they 
are in the making of butter. °The whole 
value of cheese depends upon its ripening, 
and it is into this process that bacteria cul- 
ture has of late entered’ so conpicuously. 
Bacteria multiply -rapidly in’ cheese, and 
this cannot take place without producing 
some effect upon the product,.chief of which 
is the power of bacterium to digest curdied 
casein, which, in turn, exerts an‘influence 
upon the flavor of the commodity. It is no 


owes its flavor to the micro-organisms used 
in its manufacture. 

Bacteriologists predict that there Is a great 
future for the cheese industry along the 
lines of the application of some recent dis- 
coveries. The success of cheesemaking de- 
pends upon the ripening, and pacteriologists 
have been able by applying pure cultures 


‘to control this process to a wonderful de- 


beyond their present homes. 


gree. All that remains to be learned is the 
nature of micro-organisms producing the 
desired flavors, and then it will be possible 
to extend the manufacture of cheese far 
It will no 
longer be true that certain favorite cheese 
can be produced only in certain localities, 
especially impregnated with the appropriate 
species-of micro-organisms. Any factory 
can bé inoculated with the necessary or 
ganisms to start the normal ripening. | 


|

MEN AND WOMEN 
IN DENTIST'S CHAIR 


“ Weaker ” Sex Shows Greater Abil- 
ity to Endure Pain With- 
out Flinching. 


ENTISTS have an excellent opportun- 
ity for observing the varying dis- 
tinctive actions of men and women 
while enduring the intense pain usu- 
ally accompanying dental surgery, 

and they are authority for the statement 
that ‘men are “ natural born cowards’”’ when 
it comes to facing an operation which they 
know will set their nerves to Jumping and 
cause them much physical suffering. 

A woman will sit for hours and allow a 
dentist to gouge and prod her gums with any 
humber of sharp steel instruments that he 
chooses to use, without whimpering, and if 
the operation is not completed she will come 
back the next day and have the painful or- 
deal repeated. But a man! Not so with 
him. He may show up for the first day’s 
treatment, but the chances are that on the 
second day his appointment will remain un- 
kept. He hasn’t the necessary nerve and in- 
clination to subject himseif to another siege 
of torture, and so he gives the dentist’s of- 


, fice a wide berth. 


It is not a fact, however, that all men are 
cowards When facing a dental chair; nor is 
it true that all women are brave under simi- 
lar circumstances; but taken as a class and 
viewed under the inspecting glass of the D. 
D. 8. women show more courage than men 
when called upon to endure treatment which 
at the best is anything but pleagant. 

A Chicago dentist has observed the dis- 
tinctive characteristics of men and women 
who occupy his chair from day to day and 
has gathered some interesting facts. 

“The actions of a man in my chair are as 
different from those of a woman as day is 
from night,”’ he said. * In the first piace a 
woman will present herself at the appointed 
time, trembling perh , but determined to 
see it through, no matter how great the pain 
may be. She gets into the chair, settles back 
against the headrest, and though she may 
fillnch when the nerves are aggravated, she 
will] not utter one word of compjaint. 

“‘A anan comes in maintaining a bluster- 


with so much apparent resignation and de- 
termination that if you never had seen a man 
in a dentist's office before you would declare 
he was woman's superior in point of bravery 
at every .poiat.. But just wait. . The minute 
you begin to hurt him you hear some- 
thing, and this something depends upon the 
religious tendencies of the particular man. 
If he is profane he swears, and if he is not 
given to profanity he uses language so close 
to a violation of moral law that it is rather 
hard to draw a distinguishing Iine. 

“The woman will go through the first 
operation and when told.to come back the 
following, day will agree to do so. What is 
more, she will keep her word. But a man’ 
whl go away. gnashing ‘his teeth, and the 
chances aré yOu won't see him again for a’ 
week. You have to bse all sorts of meuns to 
get him back. The fact of the matter is he 
hasn't the courage to undergo a repetition 
of the pain to which he has been subjected.

ORE than one-third of the Chicago 
- women who take their own lives dle 
for tove. Statistics for the year 1901 
show that during twelve months

‘from 17 to 40 years went down under the 
struggle of heart emotions and ended it all 
by tragic means. Some of them died writh- 
ing in agony produced by poisoning. Others 
found in bullets the agency to free tham from 
“their emotional cares, while still others 
sought the quiet of their own rooms and with 
cool deliberation laid down and calmly in-

Law ‘Enacted by Poetry’ Ss 


Arguments. Before. Iowa Legislature Made in Conte. ; 


CAMPAIGN of poetry has just. been 
successfully prosecuted before the 
Iowa Legislature, and as more than 
‘$25,000 was involved the evidence is 
pretty conclusive that the muse is far 

from, being a back number and that the 

effectiveness of Homer is once more abroad 
in the land. 

In. this Iowa campaign, insfead of long, 

formal petitions being presented to the Leg- 

islature, a poetic effusion made its appear- 
ance, was read in open session of the Senate, 
and referred to the proper committee. When 
the matter reached the House one of the 
members himself took up the pen and met- 
rically indited a response to the appeal of 
the poet. An answer was forthcoming, the 
House, through its poet laureate, again re- 


plied, and finally, the bill having passed both 


Houses, the first sweet singer lifted up his 
voice in praise and added “ l’'Envoi ” to what 
he had written. ° 


Steamboat Project That Failed. 


_ Soon after Iowa became a State its Legis- 
lature became interested in a project to 
build up a magnificent steam boat line on 
the Des Moines River, which was then 
navigable. In 1852, at Bonaparte, was com- 
pleted a large and costly dam, containing 
locks for the passage of boats up the river. 
Hardly was it’ finished before the, whistle 
of the railroad engine sounded the doom’ 
of the river navigation idea, and in the later 
’60s the State, by an act of the General As- 
sembly, sold the entire dam to Byron F., 
Kirk L., and Hugh Meek for the sum of 
$200. Soon ‘after this conveyance the ws 
closed the gates and locks by a series of 


} cribs, making. a continuous structure.’ The 


crevices and intervening spaces were filled 
in with gravel and rock, making a structure 
-twenty-eight feet wide, and slightly higher 
than the old. one. In that condition the dam 
“has since been maintained without a fish- 
way. The fade of the dam is perpendicular 
and constitutes an absolute obstruction to 
‘the passage of fish up the river. The dam is 
the largest and most valuable in the State. 


First Appearance in Legislature. 


Two years ago a bill was introduced in the 
Legisiature condemning the dam and fixing 
the damages at $25,000. The Meeks appeared 
before the Legislature and fought the meas- 
ure strenuously, claiming that the dam was 
worth more than this amount. There was 
an undercurrent of opinion around the Capi- 
tol, however, that the bill was introduced in 
the interests of the owners and that the 

opposition. was a part’ of the prearranged 
~ an, and the bill failed to pass. 


State Fish and Game Warden the authority 
to condemn and construct a fishway in:the 
dam, and providing for the expenses thereof, 
and the bill carried. The Meeks did not ap- 
pear on the scene, and_ it is reported that 
they hold a trump card up their sleeve and 
will resort to-injunction proceedings when- 
ever the Game Warden attempts to proceed 
‘with the fishway. .- 

TDhe thymester of the Sportsmen was 
Tacitus Hussey, the author of a number of 
Iowa poems, a prominent member of the 
lowa/®Ppoertsmen's association, one of the 
early settlers’ of the State, and at preserit 
connected with the Mail and Times, a lit- 
erary weekly in Des Moines.

DeWet’s Campaign Made Plain by Transfer.

= BETTER idea of the campaign made 

iby the Boer General,Christian DeWet, 
- Gah be gained by transferring a dia- 
= gram of his movements to a map of 
and Missouri. If any one 
pvishes to realize fully just how daring and 
how adroit De Wet has been let him take a 
map of Illinois and Missouri and place it be- 
side a map of the Transvaal republic and the 
Orange Free Btate, and Cape Colony. Let 
Chicago stand for Pretoria. Then suppose 
#hat De Wet and his rough riders were oper- 
ating in Illinois and follow his varying 
fortunes nearer at home. 

De Wet first came into British notice on 
March 31, 1900, at Sannas Post, a few miles 
mortheast of Bloemfontein. On the Illinois 
map Satmas Post will be found at Salem, and 


Bloemfontein at Centralia. From this point’ 


De Wet's campaign ‘to Illinois. 

At Salem De Wet attacked a superior force 
of British troops made up of the Tenth Hus- 
ears, Robert's Horse; the Royal Field Artil- 
jery, and the Burmah mounted infantry. 
The British wef® adroitly led into a trap and 
a battle ensued in which the Boers captured 
475 prisoners and seven pieces of artillery, 
and 120 wagohs loaded with supplies of every 
@escription. Of the British 260 were mites 
and wounded. 

De Wet's name not appear in the 
patches again until May 31, when he again 
startied England by surprising and captut- 

400 tien of the Imperial Yeomanry at a 
nt hear Aréola. De Wet’s second sticcess 
tabeht Lord Roberts that he had a new and 
more forriidable foe to.deal with and he 
actordingly sent Lord Methuen with a st 
to capture the Boerteader who 
tWo such notablé captures. 
t Lord Methuen was not to capture 
De Wet so easily: From Arcola De Wet 
withdtew rapidly to the northward in the 
direction of Cham He made a rear 
guard figlit of it and was 60 dlosely pressed 
that Methuen gleefully sent word to Lord 
Roberts that he had the wily Boer leader 
coffer from which he could not posel- 
biy escape. The Mfacts were that it was De 
Wet who nearly had Methuen cornered. 

On Jtine 2 De Wet abandoned Champaign, 
Methuen’s force moving in and occupying 
the town a@ & Base of operations. De Wet 
tufned to the westward, and on June 8 
captured 4 convoy and 180 men of the High- 
land Brigade between Champaign and the 
Tilinojs Central railroad. This exploit put 
Meéethtieh and his troops at Champaign on 
quarter rations and compelled him to apply 
to Lord Roberts for reinforcements. 
Bitchener was at this time operating along 
the Illinois River in the vicinty of Seneca. 

De Wet's fdree, however, marched rapidly 
westward, after having been defeated on 
June 6 by a British column under Major 
Halg. On June 7 De Wet captured a con- 
struction train and sixty prisoners on the 
Tilinois Central railroad north of Monticello, 
ané om the following day surprised and 
captured ol battalion of the Fourth Derby-

At this. juncture Kitchener 
himself took the field to rescue Methuenand 
Capture De Wet. In four days of rapid 
™arching he cleared the country between 
Monticello, Howard, and Champaign, united 
his force to Methuen's, and by June 12 had 
De Wet in fullretreat. By June 22, however, 
Wet had crossed the Illinois Central,

Lord Roberts now understood that De Wet ’ 


was trying to effect a juncture with General 
Botha, who was in the vicinity of Lansing, 
Mich., with the greater part of the Boer 
army, making a last stand against Sir Red- 
vers Buller. 

De Wet marched rapidly, day and night, 
northwest, closely pursued by Baden-Powell, 
Hickman, Paget, and other British Generals. 

De Wet’s northern and eastern progress 
was checked at Evanston of Aug. 21. He 
was compelled to fight. He inflicted severe 
damage to the British forces, but Lord 
Roberts hufriedly dispatched reinforcements 
from Chicago, &nd in the latter part of the 
fighting De Wet’s foree was badly shattered. 
His men were exhausted and without sup- 
plies. of food or ciothing. De Wet buried 
his guns and broke up his command, the 
men scuttering in small detachments and 
making tlreir way back to the central part 
of the State, with orders to again reassem- 
bie at a rendezvous near Champaign. : 

With scarcely 300 men De Wet himself 
turned southward again. On Aug. 22 he was 
at Maywood, a few miles west of Chicago. 
From that date nothing mére was heard of 
him until Oct. 10. It is known that with his 
shattered forces he made his way secretly 
to a point near Paxton, where he reassem- 
bled a larger force. Then turning westward 
he struck She British lines north of Normal: 
and then turning, raidéd the country to the 
north, fighting at Chenoa on Oct. 1%, at 
Streator on Oct. 25. At Streator De Wet’s 
northward advance was checked, and he 
turned his face to the southward, reach- 
ing a point between Gibson and Paxtoii in the 
‘closing days of October. 

From this point De Wet made his first bold 
dash to invade the State of Missouri. From 
Gibson City he marched southward direct to 
Decatur. Here he was défeated on Nov. 
8, after a three days’ fight. From Decatur 
where he cleverly eluded capture, he marched 
southward, avoiding all contact with the 
enemy, and gaining strength daily. Not uf- 
til Nov. 28 was he in heard from. On 
that date he captured the British post at 
Duquoin. 

Two days later he tried to cross the Mis- 
sissippi River at Grand Tower. He was 
turned back, however, and compelléd to seek 
a crossing farther to the eastward.’ On Dec. 
7 he was defeated by an overwhelming force 
at Cobden, and was compelled to abandon, 
for the time being, his project of invading 
Missouri. He began a masterly retreat to 
the northward, reaching Marion a few days 
after his defeat at Gibson. Then ae 
northwest. he passed east to 
through Flora, Newton, and Casey, thenes 
up to Kansas, reaching the latter town on 
Dec. 22. From Kansas De Wet again start- 
ed south, but Was turned back four days 
later -when a féw miles south of Kansas. 
He turned east, then north to a point a few 
miles northeast of Brocton, and then west to 
a point near Charleston. 

From Charleston, ‘on Jan. 18, 1900, Dé Wet 
began the march which. ended with the ifi- 
vasion of Missouri. On Jan. 31 De Wet was 
at Salem, the scene of his first triumph. On 


Feb. 3 he was at Ashley, from which point 


he turned directly west, crossing the Missis-, 
sippi River at Genevieve, Mo., on Feb, 9. 
The invasion of Missouri caused consternd« 


tion in England and at Springfield, the capi | 


tal, where every man capable of shouldering 
a rifle was impressed into service to defend 
the capital Trenches were thrown up 


around the city, and every effort made to 


De Wet when he appéared before the 
city. 

Lord Kitchener organized é@leven columns 
of mounted troops to purske De Wet and 
persofially todk command of all the British 
forces in Missoufi. De Wet found friends 
at every Dutch farm house in Missouri, 
and he was provided by them with food, cat. 
tle, and horses. Marching rapidly south ws 
he reached Iron Mountain on Feb. 14 an 
Salem two days later, burning English farms 
and stripping the towfs of all available sup- 
plies of food and clothing. 

From Salem, Mo., De Wet turned nearly 
north, reaching Jefferson City on Feb. 18. 
All this time he was being closely pursued 
by the eleven British colufins, and several 
times Kitchener announced that he had his 
foe corhéred. But De Wet 
dodged his pursuers, turned eastward, 
reached the Mississippi at Bushberg, Mo., 
_ followed the west bank southward as far 
as Grand Towér, where he recrossed the 
rivér into Ilinhois, losing all his baggage 
and 200 men iff Making his escape.

}HERE are two men in Chicago who 
stand on one spot and switch 3,222 
street cars every day. Their names 
are Charlies Erickson and John Axel- 
gon. The thousands of men, women. 

_ ghd children who ride to and from their work 
every day on the th Side cable probably 
do not know theni by name, but would be 
able to recognize either by sight. Around La 
Salle avenue’ and Illinois street they are 
known as “the switchmen.” 

They are the men whose duty it is to “ as- 


gort ’ the hundreds of cable trains that crawl 


out of the La Salle street tunnel every day 
and fdliow one another in rapid succession 
into different sections of the North Side 
traversed by the cable system. If it wasn’t 
for Erickson and Axelson patrons of the 
Clybourn avenue line might find themselves 
jost in Lincoln Park, and residents of Ev- 
anston might wake up some evening and see 
the Lincoln avenue car barns staring them 
in the face. 

Switching 1,074 cable trains every day is no 


gmall job, work must be done no mat- - 


ter what the condition of the weather may 
be, and it must be done without the protec- 
tion of shelter of any sort. In winter and 
summer, when it is cold and when it is hot, 
when it rains and when the sun shines the 
switches must be worked, or else several 
huhdred cable-trains would turn up. lost at 
the close of each day’s traffic, and thousands 
of indignant passengers would be late in 
reaching home. 


‘Switchmen Have Nine-Hour Day. 

The ‘two busy switchmen work nine hours 
each, and during all of this time their eyes 
and- hands are never idie. It is their busi- 
ness to see that cars running in Welis street 
and Clark street get around the curve at 
LaSalle avenue.and Illinois street in proper

In doing this he must first push out of 
place a small iron slug which holds the moy- 
ing rail in place as the wheels of the car 
pass over it.

She wresties with 
the beast with electrifying earnestness and 
is compelled to bring into. play all her 
strength to subdue the creature and send 
it, defeated but stili deflant, to the floor. 
The lion is a fine specimen. He is large and 
powerfully built, with an immense neck, 


encircle. 

Upon entering'the cage the plucky wrestler 
does not hesitate to walk boldly up to the 
beast and Jaunch the tug of war. The lion 
usually shows its long, white teeth and gives 
other exhibitions of an ugly: temper, yet it 
always ready for the encounter. Rising 
on its hind legs, it leaps toward the woman, 
landing its fore paws on. her shoulder with a 
force that staggers her and sometimes bears! 
her down upon her knees. . Then the struggle 
is on in earnest. Back and forth across the 
cage beast and woman surge, with honors 
going # shade either way or remaining about 
even. The match sometimes lasts fifteen or 
twenty minutes, at the end of which time the 
then infuriated beast is * flipped ’’ over by a 
dexterous movement and lands squarely on 
its back in the center of the cage, panting and 
with glaring eyes. 

The beast seems more than an even match 
for the woman, but she shows marvelous 
skill in handling it, and in this way is able 
after tiring a bit to execute a little coup and 
outpoint her ferocious opponent.

APAL coronations differ from those of 
temporal sovereigns, and inasmuch as 
a quarter of a century has passed since 
Leo XIII. was crowned and Catholics 
all the world over are now celebrating 

the silver jubilee of that coronation, a brief 

description of the ceremony may be of timely 

‘interest, the mofé bo as in view of the ex- 

treme old. age of Leo XIII. the prospects of 


another nation soon taking place must 
be consid as imminent rather than re- 
»mpte. of 

There seems to be a general impression that 


PSpes crown themselves, since by reason of 
their-exalted rank no one is qualified to place 
the tlara on thé@ie- head. This is not the case. 
“For’the Pope is crowned by a member of the 
Sacred College, who is nota Cardinal Bishop, 
nor even a Cardinal priest, but merely a 
Cardinal deacon. It is Cardinal Boromeo 
who crowned Leo XIII. It is to Cardinal 
Macchi, now the senior of the Cardinal dea- 
cons, to whom would fall the lot of crowning 
the next occupant of the chair of St. Peter. 

* It remains to be seen whether the next coro- 
nation will take place in St. Peter’s or in the 
Sistine*Chapel in the Vatican. Much will 
depend upon the views ‘and politics of the 
new Pope. If it is Cardinal Vanutelll or one 
of the members of the Sacred College who are 
disposed to be friendly with the Italian gov- 
ernment, it is probable that the coronation 
will take place in St. Peter’s, whereas if. the 
next Pope belongs to the intransigent party 
it will take place like that of Leo XIII. in 
the Sistine Chapel. 


‘The ceremony will take place in the morn- 
ing and will commence with @ procession 
headed -by the Swiss Guards and ended 

By the new Pope wearing a gold miter, car- 

ried aloft on the sedia gestatoria, with a 

silver damask canopy borne above his head, 

‘flanked’ By the flabelli, the great fans of 

ostrich and peacock feathers, and surround- 

ed by the Noble Guards with drawn swonds. | 
As the Pope enters either the Chapel! Sistine 
or St. ‘Petet’s—that is to say, the place where 
the coronation takes place—he is stopped 
three times by one of the clerks of the chapel, 
who, kneeling,. sets fire to some flax on the 
points ofa three-pronged stick, exclaiming 
‘in a loud and mournful voice, “* Pater sancte, 
sic transit gloria mundi.”’ [Holy Father, thus 
passes away the glory of the world.) 

Having descended from the sedia gesta- 
toria, the Pope proceeds to the altar, and 
after a brief. prayer commences the introit 

of the mass which, on this occasion, is cel- 
ebrated by him. At the end of the confes- 

sion he takes his place on the throne on the 
left side of the altar, while the First Cardi-. 
nal Bishop recites the three customary pray- 

ers over him. Then the Pope returns to the 
altar, kneels on’ the step, and while the 

First Cardinal Bishop removes his gold 

miter the Secend Cardinal Deacon invests 

him with the pontifical palliuni, or band of 

white wool, worn on the shoulders, with a 

short band extending downwards on the back 

and breast. This pallium is adorned with 

three black silk-embroidered crosses, and 

constitutes the most sacred and important 


As soon as the Pope is invested with the 
pallium he resumes his mitre, reascends his 
throne, and then receives the homage of the 
principal dignitaries present. The Car- 
dirials come first and kiss in turn his foot 
and his hand, and are then embraced by 
him. Archbishops and Bishops kiss his foot 
and his right knee, but receive no embrace, 
while minor dignitaries of.the church ané 
laymen kiss his foot, or rather the cross on 
his slipper, alone. 
The mass is then proceeded with, and after 
the collects the senior Cardinal Deacon, 
standing at the lowest step of the altar, 
cries three times: 
** Long life to our Lord, Leo XIV. (or what- 
ever other title the new Pope may assume), 
the Bishop and universal Pontiff given tous 
by God,’ and thereupon turning towards 
the Pope hands him the papal crozier, which 
is distinguished from those of all Cardinals, 
Archbishops, Bishops, and Abbots in that 


exclusively used by the Pontiff, and it is said 
that one of the reasons why the croziers of 
the other dignitaries of the church have the 
upper end bent, and are surmounted by a 
crook, is as a symbol! of the fact that their 
Owners are compelled to bow to the will of 
the Supreme Pontiff, _ | 

- Not until the conclusion of the mass does 
the actual coronation take place. The Pope 
proceeds from the altar to his seat on the 
throne, and thereupon, while the senior Car- 
dinal Deacon pronounces a prayer over him, 
the second Cardinal Deacon removes from 
the Pontiff’s head the golden mitre which 
he has until that time worn. The first Car- 
inal Deacon then places the tiara upon the 
Pope's head, with the words: 
'" Take this tiara, adorned with three 
crowns, and Know that thou art the Father 
of all princes and sovereigns, the ruler of 
the globe, and on earth the Vicegerent of 
our Savior, Jesus Christ, to whom all honor 
and glory for ever and ever, amen.”’ : 
The Pope then rises, and, wearing the 
tiara, delivers that benediction which com- 
pletes the ceremony of coronation, and which 
until the reign of Leo XIII. was invariably. 
given” from the external balcony of 8t. 
Peter's to the faithful assembled in the vast 
square’ below.

‘The’ tiara, like the cross-surmoun 
crozier above described, is an attribute whien 
belongs to the Popes exclusively. It is, like 
80 many other symbols of religion and of 
} royalty, of Oriental origin. For Herodotus 
describes the crown of the rulers of Persia 
as a “tiara.” Nicholas I., who was the first 
Pope to be crowned, and who occupied: the 
chair of St. Peter from A. D. 850 to 869, was 
crowned with an ordinary episcopal infter 
surrounded by-a single crown. In 1290 Pope 
Boniface VII. added a second crown to the 
miter in order to indicate his sovereignty 
over things temporal, as well as spiritual. 
This gave much offense to the German Em- 
peror.and to the rulers of France and Eng- 
land, and.it was partly.in consequence of 
this that Pope Clement V, added the third 
re to. indicate the spiritual supremacy 
of the Papacy over the then three known 
quarters of the globe, that is to say, Europe, 
Asia, and Africa. 

There-.are several tiaras in the Papal 
treasury, the one given by Napoleon I. in 
1805 te Pope Pius VII., covered with jewels 
and surmounted by the largest emerald in 
existence, is so heavy that it cannot be worn, 
and the two usually used by Leo XIII. have 
been the. tiara made for Gregory XVI., 
adorned with some 200 precious stones, and 
the one presented by Queen Isabella of Spain 
to Pius IX., 
adorned with no less than 19,000 precious 
stones, of which 18,000 are diamonds.

“Pan’y toros,” SS RRS a aes 
cries modern Spain before her bull ring, and Pope, republic, monarchy, alike stand powerless against the popular demand plat 
From Easter until late autumn the fever rages hotly as the burning Southern sun. As De ‘Amicis writes, the opening 
of this season is an occasion more important than a change of ministry. People of all classes, of all ages, partake of keen 
anticipation. The Sabbath afternoon and the fiesta have gained a rich significance as the celebration of the bull-fight.

Getting strength in the arms is one of the. 


most tedious of all physica] performances, 
but one that will certainly succeed. You 
can become as muscular as the strongest 
woman you know_and as clever with you 
muysties as Sandow. 
It all depends upon practice, though there 
is, te be eure, a little art abowt it. 
Frequently. women are strong in one set 


“of muscles and weak in another. To take 


a homely illustration. The woman who 
frons constantly is strong in the lower or 
fore arm, though she may be so weak in the 
upper arm that she cannot lift an ordinary 
burden, much less real weight, 

. It fs when they try the society games that 
women feel their weakness most. Let the 
woman who has never bowled attempt to 
throw the ball. Her first effort will not only 
be a poor one, but it will be fraught with 
much fatigue to herself. Her. back will 
ache and she will have a generally used up 
feeling, after an evening of the exercise. 


For physical culture and home develop- 
ment there is nothing better than a little 
exercise with the ball. Take one that seems

Besides these good points you will uncon- 
sciously bring out the muscles fn the legs 
and make the spine firm, The test of a good 
exercise is its ability to bring into play 
every muscle in the human body at. once; 
and for this a good course in bowling 
and other exercises with the ball can be 
most highly recommended. : 


A Wall street man who suffered from a

In practicing with the ball, whether it be 
w rubber ball or one of heavier composition, 
try these three movements. One is the 
Howling movement, in which the body is 
bent sideways, while the hand is stretched 


out for balancing the figure, and the body 
is inclined as much as possible. 

One leg is stretched straight, while the 
weight of the body is thrown upon the other 
knee, which is slightly beht. The ball is held 
in the hand, over the bent knee, and the 
chest is free and the lungs are open to re- 
ceive a good, long breath. For house prac- 
tice a large rubber ball, as heavy as possible, 
will be best.

~ In the services of the church in this city, and 


all of the solo singing was done by women. 
Three ,vested choirs were establishes in 
1885, and that year practically marks the 
supremacy of the boy seloist in Chicago. 
Today there are ten or twelve such irs in 
the larger Episcopal churches of the city 
averaging thirty-five members eac The 
ages of the boys range from 8 to 16 years. 
William Smedley, who has been the choir- 
master at St. James’ Episcopal Church for 
seventeen years, is able to ascribe several 
reasons explaining the ascendancy of boy 
soloists over women, and first of all he men- 


_ ttons the fact that boys, being free from pro- 
_ fessional jealousy, are more easily handied 


than women. . 

“ This is an important consideration from 
the choir master’s pojnt of view,’’ he says.
